IT  ASSEMBLES  TO-DAY  AT  ITS  FIRST  RE-UNION 
AFTER  THE  WAR. 


MUSCATINE,  IOWA,  September  29th,   1886. 

HE  FIRST  RE-UNION,   twenty-one  years  after  the  War.      To  think 
of    it  makes  the  old  soldier  young,    and   sends  the  blood  coursing 
through  his  veins  as  it  has  not.  done  for  years. 

But  to  lie  there,  to  take  the  hand  of  him  who  touched  elbow  to  elbow 
with  you  at  Vicksburg  or  Nashville,  to  clasp  the  hand  of  him  with  whom 
"yon  drank  from  the  same  canteen,"  or  who  shared  his  last  hard-tack  with 
you;  to  feel  the  strong  grasp  of  the  hand,  to  see  the  eyes  fill  with  tears  and 
feel  that  you  for  a  moment  are  getting  weak;  such  a  meeting  can  only  be 
appreciated  by  an  old  soldier,  and  even  he  cannot  describe  it  and  do  the 
subject  justice. 

"Let  us  have  the  35th  come  here  and  have  a  Re-union,"  said  Berry,  Bod- 
man,  Kelley,  Wiles  and  others  of  Muscatine,  "it  is  twenty-one  years  since 
we  separated."  So  said,  so  done.  The  boys  went  to  work  and  the  women 
helped,  and  on  this  bright,  proud  day,  owing  to  the  generosity  of  its  citi- 
zens and  tbe  indefatigable  exertions  of  the  local  committee,  the  old  Thirty- 
Fifth  is  here,  the  guest  of  the  proud  city  that  sent  it  forth  to  do  battle  for 
the  country  twenty-four  years  ago.  It  celebrates  to-day  its  return  to  Mus- 
catiife.  After  three  years'  valiant  service  in  the  held,  it  paid  a  passing  call 
to  the  city  of  its  nativity  on  its  way  to  the  mustering  out  at  Davenport.  But 
to-day  the  Regiment  rejoices  Muscatine  by  a  grand  home  visit,  and  the  city 
has  received  it  with  all  the  honors.  From  doorway  and  window,  balcony 
an  1  housetop  and  flagstaff,  have  waved  the  banners  of  welcome. 

HEADQUARTERS. 

The  Regiment  was  well  pleased  with  the  beauty  of  its  headquarters — the 
Opera  House, — generously  tendered  by  Lyman  Olds,  Esq.  The  pillars  and 
gallery  of  the  Hall  were  handsomely  hung  and  festooned  with  bunting  and 
banners,  and  the  stage  was  transformed  into  a  picture  of  tent  life.  The  drop 
scene  in  the  rear  showed  a  wild  rebel  country,  with  a  "Headquarters"  tent 
pitched  in  front,  and  muskets  stacked  at  the  sides.     The  half-drawn  curtain 
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of  the  tent  revealed  a  suspicious  cluster  of  bottles.  Resting  near  the 
stacked  arms  was  seen  the  old  tattered  guidon,  and  on  either  side  of  the 
stage  stood  the  shell  and  shot-torn  flag  and  colors  of  the  regiment.  In 
keeping  with  these  sacred  relics,  Col,  Keeler  exhibited  the  original  muster- 
roll  of  Co.  A.  On  the  walls  of  the  proscenium  hung  the  portraits  of  Col. 
Sylvester  G.  Hill,  killed  at  Nashville,  and  Major  Win.  Dill,  recently  de- 
ceased in  this  city;  also  the  portrait  of  Comrade  Grotus,  of  Co.  I). 

A  Rebel  flag,  with  its  stars  and  bars,  is  also  among  the  stage  attractions. 

The  veterans  in  the  city,  led  by  Becke's  Drum  Corps,  marched  to  the 
Depot  at  7:30  o'clock  to  receive  Col.  YYm.  B.  Keeler,  and  the  boys  from 
Wilton.  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  train,  the  column  formed  under  the  lead 
of  the  Wilton  Band,  and  marched  to  headquarters. 

THE   ASSOCIATION. 

At  8:30  o'clock  the  Regiment  was  called  to  order,  and  proceeded  at  once 
to  the  permanent  organization  of  an  Association,  with  the  following  officers:

«.  The  organization  1  icing  perfected,  letters  were  read  by  tbe  .Secretary  from 
Lieut-Col.  Rothrock  and  Col.  Win.  R.  Marshall,  of  the  7th  Minnesota, (who 
took  command  of  the  Brigade  after  Col.  Hill  fell  at  Nashville,)  Adjutant  F. 
L.  Dayton,  of  Kansas;  Sergt-Major  Al.  Sibley,  of  New  York,  and  many 
others  of  the  Regiment;  and  Generals  Sherman  and  Tuttle,  and  Col.  W.  T. 
Shaw,  of  the  14th  Iowa,  regretting  their  inability  to  attend. 

The  following  letter  from  Gen.  J.  A.  McArthur,  of  Chicago,  was  read: 

*  *  *  *  It  would  indeed,  be  a  pleasure  to  me  to  meet  again, 
rifter  the  lapse  of  so  many  years,  tbe  survivors  of  that  grand  old  Regiment 
whose  first  introduction  to  my  command  eballenged  my  admiration.  The 
morning  after  it  arrived  found  it  on  tbe  picket  line.  The  Johnnies  discov- 
ered something  fresh  in  their  front,  and  at  daylight  attempted  to  have  some 
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fun  at  the  expense  of  the  35th.  The  firing  became  so  heavy  that  I  visited 
the  line  to  ascertain  the  cause  On  enquiring  for  the  officer  in  command, 
Col.  Keeler  rode  up  and  gave  the  information  asked  for.  It  was  all 
so  satisfactory,  that  in  a  few  words  complimenting  them,  1  turned  to  go  back 
to  headquarters,  remarking  that  I  considered  that  part  of  the  line  safe,  al- 
though it  was  a  trying  place  for  a  new  regiment.  The  Colonel  modestly 
replied:  "Yes,  General,  you  may  go  back  and  get  ,}rour  coffee  with  perfect 
"safety;  the  35th  Iowa  is  here,  and  when  convenient  for  you,  bring  on  your 
"rebellion."  I  had  intended  to  tell  this  story  on  the  Colonel  personally  to 
the  "boys,"  but  business  engagements  prevent  me  being  present,  and  as  it 
is  too  good  to  be  lost,  I  have  related   it  here. 

"bring  on  your  rebellion"  brought  the  Regiment  to  its  feet,  with  "music 
from  the  band,"  boys  yelling  "A  new   Regiment!" 

"A  new  Regiment"  was  pretty  good,  when  the  incident  happened  on  the 
first  day  of  the  investment  of  Spanish  Fort,  Alabama,  in  1865,  the  last  fight 
the  Regiment  was   in.      The   boys  thought   Gen.    McArthur  had  gotten   his 

Regiments  mixed. 

* 

Announcements  for  the  day  and  evening  were  made  by  the  President, 
and  this  was  followed  by  the  registration  of  comrades  and  the  distribution 
of  badges.  The  Regimental  badge,  provided  by  the  committee,  is  an  ele- 
gant silk  ribbon,  richly  mounted  by  gold  clasps  and  fringe,  prepared  by 
Muscatine  ladies,  and  bearing  the  following  inscriptions:  "1862-65;  First 
"Re-union,  35th  Regt.,  Iowa  Vol.  Infantry,  vSept.  29th,  '86,  Muscatine, 
"Iowa." 

THE   PARADE. 

At  11  o'clock  the  regiment  formed  in  column  of  inarch  on  the  Avenue, 
amid  a  vast  throng  of  spectators,  the  line  extending  from  Third  to  Second 
street.  As  the  Veterans  passed  along  the  line  hunting  for  their  companies, 
hands  were  thrust  forward,  shouts  of  recognition  resounded,  jokes  and 
laughter  abounded. 

The  column  is  headed  by  a  platoon  of  Muscatine  police,  followed  by  the 
Wilton  band.  Then  came  the  Regiment's  parade  escort,  the  Muscatine  Rides 
the  champioii  military  company  of  the  northwest,  and  fresh  from  celebrating 
their  splendid  victories  at  Jacksonville,  carrying  in  their  column  their  ele- 
gant fascicle  of  streamers  bearing  the  names  of  Mobile,  Dubuque,  Rock 
Island,  Jacksonville,  and  other  arenas  of  victory.  Behind  the  Rifles  came 
Beeke's  Drum  Corps,  followed  by  Shelby  Norman  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  of  this 
city,  with  the  Post  flag.  Next,  the  Regiment.  The  Regiment  was  followed 
by  carriages  containing  the  City  Council  and  guests  of  the  day. 

THE  MARCH. 

The  line  of  march  wound  over  the  west  hill  and  through  Second  street 
to  the  Third  Ward,  and  back  to  Armory  Hall,  where  the  noon  banquet  was 
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spread.     The  finest  effect  of  the  parade  was  seen  in   the  march  down  west 
Second  street  hill,  and  the  procession  through  this  (lag-streaming  avenue. 

There  were  plenty  of  admiring  eyes  for  the  escorting  RiJles,  and  every- 
body felt  like  renewing  the  cheers  of  last  night  over  the  champions;  but  it 
was  when  the  "Old  35th"  appeared,  stepping  and  swinging  to  the  music  of 
"Marching  through  Georgia,"  that  the  eyes  of  citizens  unconsciously 
swelled  with  tears,  and  we  doubt  if  the  choken  throats  of  the  spectators 
were  hardly  in  condition  for  saying  more  than  "God  bless  the  survivors  of 
the  old  regiment." 

THE  BANQUET. 

The  march  ended  at  Armor)'  Hall,  beautifully  decorated  for  the  banquet, 
and  whose  tables  groaned  beneath  the  weight  of  the  rich  viands  and  delica- 
cies prepared  for  the  home-feast  o(  the  35th.  Three  hundred  persons  sat 
down  to  this  "Thanksgiving^"  spread,  If  there  was  anything  lacking  in  its 
bounty,  its  rare  dishes,  its  confections  and  its  ornamentation,  the  critic — 
jealous  for  Muscatine's  taste  and  generosity — failed  to  detect  it. 

THE    AFTERNOON. 

At  2  o'clock  Col.  Keeler  formed  the  Regiment  on  the  Avenue,  to  be  shot 
at  by  the  camera  of  Mr.  Edwards,  the  photographer,  and  a  fine  picture  was 
obtained. 

Then  the  roll  beat  for  the  Regiment  and  the  public  to  assemble  at  head- 
quarters in  the  Opera  House. 

THE   SPEAKING. 

The  Hall  was  filled  with  visitors  and  citizens  of  both  sexes.  The  deco- 
rations were  completed  by  an  evergreen  arch  spanning  the  stage,  lettered 
in  white  with  "whi.comf,  homi-;."  Eroni  the  center  of  the  arch  was  sus- 
pended a  floral  horse-shoe,  enclosing  the  magic  figures  "35." 

Ou  the  stage  with  Col.  Keeler,  sat  Chaplain  F.  W.  Evans,  Hon.  S.  J. 
Kirkwood,  Hon.  John  A.  Parvin,  Hon.  R.  M.  Burnett,  Mayor  J.  M,  Gobble, 
City  Attorney  II.  J.  Eauder,  and  Comrades  Wiles  and  Berry.  Col.  Keelor 
called  the  assembly  to  order  and  introduced  Mr.  Eauder,  who  delivered  the 

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

This  address  was  an  eloquent  recital  of  National  events  leading  up  to  the 
mustering  in  of  the  35th  Regiment,  in  September,  1862,  and  in  its  recapitu- 
lation of  history  referred  to  the  fact,  that  Muscatine  County  raised  the  first 
Company  of  Iowa  Volunteers,  and  sent  two  Companies  of  the  Iowa  First  to 
the  war.  She  contributed  eight  Companies  of  the  35th.  Though  the  thir- 
teenth in  population,  she  gave  more  soldiers  to  the  cause  of  the  Union  than 
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any  other  county  in  the  State,  her  enlistments  numbering  20  Companies  of 
Infantry  and  four  of  Cavalry,  with  a  grand  total  of  2,159  in  a  male  popula- 
tion of  8,605.  She  organized  and  carried  on  the  first  great  Sanitary  Fair  in 
the  State.  She  erected  to  the  memory  of  her  soldier  dead  the  first  statuary 
monument  in  Iowa.  The  words  of  welcome  that  followed  this  review  of 
Muscatine's  patriotism,  glowed  with  genial  and  hearty  hospitality.  The 
address  was  heartily  received  by  the  boys. 

At  its  conclusion,  the  President  introduced  Chaplain  F.  W.  Evans,  who 
delivered  the  oration  of  the  day.  This  brilliant  address  deals  with  the  his- 
tory of  the  Regiment  until  after  the  battle  of  Tupelo,  Miss.,  July  14,  1864. 
It  is  an  address  which  every  member  of  the  Regiment  will  cherish  as  the 
story  of  the  most  eventful  years  of  his  life,  and. every  citizen  of  Muscatine 
will  read  it  and  keep  it  as  a  part  of  the  most  precious  history  of  the  country. 

CHAPLAIN  F.  W.  EVANS'   ORATION. 

A  Historical  Sketch  of  the  35th  Regiment  of  lozv.a  Volunteer  Infantry,  de- 

livered  at  the  First  Re-union  of  the  Regiment,  held  at  Musca-, 

tine,  Iowa,  September  zgth,  1886, 

I.      THK    OCCASION    THAT    BRINGS    US   TOGETHER. 

It  is  over  20  years  since  we,  as  members  of  the  old  35th  Regiment  of 
Iowa  Volunteer  Infantry,  were  last  together.  How  different  were  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  we  were  together  then,  and  those  that  bring  us 
together  now!  Then  the  country  was  plunged  in  civil  war,  the  most  fearful 
excitement  shook,  and  the  most  appalling  danger  threatened  the  country. 
Annies  met  in  the  terrible  shock  of  battle  to  decide  whether  we  should 
remain  a  powerful  Nation,  capable  by  our  combined  strength  to  protect  our 
national  rights  and  secure  our  collective  and  individual  welfare,  or  see  our 
power  broken,  our  glory  dimmed,  and  our  safety  perpetually  imperilled  by 
the  triumph  of  Secession. 

Now  we  meet  in  the  midst  of  profound  and  prosperous  peace,  in  the 
happy  possession  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  that  can  be  conferred  upon 
us  by  a  Nation  we  helped  to  save.  The  National  ilag  now' peacefully  waves 
over  all  the  land,  from  the  great  lakes  of  the  North  to  the  great  gulf  at  the 
South,  and  from  the  Atlantic  ocean  on  the  East 'to  the  far  off  Pacific  on  the' 
West  The  peaceful  sounds  of  productive  and  prosperous  industry  have 
taken  the  place  of  the  fearful  sounds  of  destructive  war.  Then  we  were  on 
the  fatiguing  and  exhausting  march,  on  the  field  of  battle,  in  camp,  ready 
and  liable  at  any  time  to  be  ordered  away  to  scenes  of  danger  and  death. 
Then  we  would  often  gather  about  the  camp  fire  at  night  and  talk  about 
friends  and  home,  or  lie  down  in  our  tents  or  out  in  the  open  air,  and  think 
of  loved  ones  far  away  whom  we  might  never  see  again. 

Now  we  meet  in  safety,  in  easy  reach  of  home  and  those  we  hold  most 
dear,  to  renew  under  happier  circumstances  the  associations  and  friendships 
formed  in  those  times  of  strife  and  peril. 

2.      ORGANIZATION    OF   THK    RFGIMENT. 

It  is  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  since,  in  company  with  some  who  are 
present,  and  others  who  are  absent,  I  rode  over  various  parts  of  the  county 
making  speeches  in  churches,  school  houses  and  groves,  assisting  in  enlist- 
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ing  men  in  the  Nation's  army  of  defense  against  Secession.  Eight  compa- 
nies were  raised  within  the  county,  which  with  two  companies  raised  in 
Cedar  county,  were  organized  into  a  regiment  and  called  the  35th  [owa  Reg- 
iment of  Infantry  Volunteers,  witli  S.  G.  Hill  as  Colonel,  Jas.  H  Rothrock 
as  Lieut-Colonel,  Henry  O'Connor  as  Major,  Fred  Dayton  as  Adjutant,  H. 
Lofland  as  Quartermaster,  and  F.  W.  Fvans  as  Chaplain.  For  some  -weeks 
we  remained  in  camp  upon  the  Island,  just  below  this  city,  in  company  with 
the  24th  and  37th  Iowa,  or  "Grey  heard"  regiment,  drilling  and  preparing 
lor  active  service  in  the  resisting  of  Rebellion. 

3.       THH    DEPARTURE    FOR    CAIRO. 

The  time  came  when  the  work  of  preparation  among  friends,  and  the 
scenes  of  home  and  safety,  must  lie  exchanged  for  actual  service  far  from 
home  and  friends,  and  amid  scenes  of  strife  and  danger.  One  Saturday,  in 
icS62,  we  were  placed  upon  the  cars,  hands  were  grasped  in  parting,  the  last 
goodbye  was  said,  and  amid  the  cheering  of  the  boys  in  blue,  and  the  wav- 
ing of  handkerchiefs,  and  the  tears  of  those  who  remained  at  home,  we 
steamed  away  toward  the  field  of  war,  determined  to  do  all  in  our  power  to 
defend  our  homes  and  country.  Behind  the  assumed  cheerfulness  of  the 
men  of  the  regiment,  \v;ifs  many  a  heart  made  sad  by  the  parting  from 
friends  and  home,  and  though  thickly  crowded  together  on  the  cars,  many 
a  secret  tear  was  shed,  for  we  knew  that  not  all  would  retuwi  again,  and  that 
the  separation  from  home  and  loved  ones  with  some  of  us  would  be  final. 
But  who  of  us  should  perish  on  the  field  of  battle,  or  fall  exhausted  on  the 
march,  or  sicken  and  die  in  camp,  none  of  us  could  know.  But  that  such 
would  be  the  fate  of  some  of  us  was  un questionably  sure.  Yet  none,  so  far 
as  I  have  learned,  were  willing  to  turn  back  from  the  sacred  duty  they  had 
taken  upon  them.  That  night  about  midnight  as  near  as  I  can  remember, 
we  arrived  at  LaSalle  and  changed  from  the  C,  R.  I.  &  P.  to  the  Central 
Illinois  railroad,  en  route  for  Cairo.  The  greater  part  of  the  next  day, 
which  was  the  Sabbath,  was  spent  within  the  coach  reserved  for  the  officers 
and  the  few  ladies  accompanying  the  regiment  to  Cairo,  in  singing  patriotic, 
sentimental  and  religious  songs.  I  could  frequently  detect  in  the  singing  a 
tremor  that  told  that  the  hearts  of  the  singers  were  touched,  and  now  and 
then  when  the  heart  became  too  full  for  utterance,  the  voice  of  some  singer 
Would  cease  entirely.  To  me  that  da)-  will  ever  remain  as  a  day  of  sacred 
memories,  in  which  the  spirit  was  subdued  by  the  touching  and  impressive 
singing  to  a  kind  of  solemn  tenderness.  The  next  morning  before  daylight 
we  arrived  at  Cairo. 

4.       EXPEDITIONS   TO    COEUMBUS,    ISLAND    NO.    IO,    AND    UP  THE   TENNESSEE 

RIVER. 

*  We  remained  in  Cairo  for  several  weeks,  to  guard  the  city  against  any 
inroads  from  the  enemy.  After  we  had  been  there  a  while,  half  the  regi- 
ment was  sent,  under  Lieut.  Colonel  Rothrock,  to  Columbus,  Ky.,  twenty 
miles  below  on  the  Mississippi,  to  assist  in  repelling  an  attack  which  it  was 
rumored  Forrest  was  about  to  make  on  the  small  force  stationed  there. 
While  there  the  commander  of  the  post  refused  to  sign  an  order  for  proven- 
der for  the  Chaplain's  horse,  until  the  Chaplain  himself  showed  him  in  the 
Army  Regulations  where  Chaplains  were  entitled  to  such  provision.  He 
either  was  culpably  ignorant  of  his  duty,  or  had  such  a  hatred  to  the  office 
as  made  it  a  pleasure  to  him  to  subject  Chaplains  to  every  possible  inconve- 
nience and  unnecessary  humiliation.  I  never  heard  of  his  being  in  a  battle, 
or  showing  any  special  patriotism  or  superior  qualifications  as  an  officer. 
My  observation  has  taught  me,  that  as  a  rule  the  special  enemies  of  Chap- 
lains were  those  who  were  dissolute  in  morals,  and  not  distinguished  for 
heroism  on  the   field,  or   special   competency  in   any  of  the   departments   of 
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military  dutv.  That  there  were  some  worthless  Chaplains  is  beyond  ques- 
tion; so  there  were  some  worthless  Captains,  Colonels,  and  even  Generals; 
but  there  were  undoubtedly  more  worthy  than  an  worthy  men  in  all  these 
offices,  and  the  good  and  worthy  ought  not  to  be  made  to  suffer  in  reputa-, 
tion  because  of  others  who  were  inferior  and  unfit  for  the  position. 

While  our  headquarters  were  at  Cairo,  we  were  taken,  under  General 
Asboth,  to  Island  No.  io,  to  defend  the  Island  against  an  attaek  it  was  sup- 
posed war,  about  to  be  made  upon  it.  After  remaining  a  short  time,  and 
finding  that  there  was  no  probability  of  an  attaek,  we  returned  on  an  old 
ferry  boat  up  the  river,  through  a  blinding  snow,  to  Cairo. 

Soon  after,  we  were  taken  on  steamboats  with  a  number  of  regiments, 
under  Gen.  Asboth,  up  the  Tennessee  river  to  a  point  above  l-'t.  Henry. 
While  on  the  Tennessee  river,  to  prevent  surprise,  the  boats  were  anchored 
at  night  some  distance  from  the  shore.  One  night  several  of  us  accompa- 
nied the  General  to  a  house  on  the  bank  of  the  river,  where  he  called  for 
buttermilk  and  treated  us  all  around,  paying  for  it  out  of  his  own  pocket. 
[finding*  no  enemy  on  the  Tennessee  worth)-  of  our  steel,  we  returned  to 
Cairo. 

5        DEPARTURE    FROM    CAIRO    TO    DUCKPORT,    LOUISIANA. 

The  time  at  length  came  for  us  to  depart  to  more  Southern  fields,  and  the 
scenes  of  more  active  and  aggressive  operations.  Proceeding  down  the 
river  by  boat,  we  lauded  a  few  miles  above  Yieksburg,  on  the  Louisiana  side, 
at  Duckport,  three  miles  below  Miliken's  bend,  where  the  larger  part  of 
(.rant's  arm)  was  camped.  One  day  it  was  reported  that  on  that  night  four 
steamboats  were  to  run  the  blockade  at  Yieksburg.  A  number  of  us  went 
down  the  river  to  Young's  point,  a  few  miles  below,  to  witness  as  far  as 
possible  the  hazardous  experiment  Soon  after  we  arrived  there  a  large 
dark  object  came  gliding  down  the  river,  with  as  near  as  I  can  remember  no 
noise,  save  that  made  by  the  paddle  wheels  upon  the  water.  Not  a  ray  of 
light  shone  from  the  vessel,  nor  was  there  to  be  seen  the  least  indication  of 
stir  or  life  on  board.  Just  as  the  boat  came  between  a  low  point  of  land 
that  ran  out  into  the  river,  and  the  upper  part  of  the  city,  a  great  light 
Hashed  out  from  the  point,  supposed  to  have  been  caused  by  the  firing  of  a 
wooden  shanty  or  large  pile  of  straw  put  there  for  the  occasion.  The  whole 
breadth  of  the  river  was  illuminated,  ami  ever)-  object  on  it  made  plainly 
visible.  Immediately  the  cannon  along  the  fortifications  opened  on  the 
vessel  a  terrible  storm  of  shot  and  shell.  vSoon  another  boat,  presenting  a 
like  appearance  with  the  first,  came  down  the  river;  then  another,  and  an- 
other, until  the  four  had  passed  from  sight.  »Soon  after  the  passage  of  the 
last  «vessel,  we  heard  rapid  and  heavy  volleys  of  musketry,  and  supposed 
that  one  or  more  of  the  vessels  had  been  disabled.  This  proved  to  some 
extent  true"  in  the  case  of  the  Tigress.  Long  after  the  boats  had  passed  the 
city,  we  could  hear  cannonading  at  Warrington,  some  miles  below*,  which 
assured  us  that  the  vessels  had  progressed  at  least  that  far  on  their  way. 
The  next  day,  I  think,  we  learned  that  they  had  successfully  run  the  block- 
ade, and  were  waiting  at  Grand  Gulf  to  convey  the  army  across  the  river 
into  Mississippi  as  soon  as  it  should  arrive. 

6.      THE    MARCH    FROM    DUCKPORT   To   Till ■;    REAR   OF   VICKSBURG. 

Shortly  after  the  running  of  the  blockade  we  received  orders  to  march, 
and  proceeded  across  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  Hard  Times  banding,  where 
we  crossed  the  river  in  the  boats  that  had  run  the  blockade  to  Grand  Gulf  in 
the  State  of  Mississippi.  The  town  had  been  destroyed  by  our  gun  boats, 
and  nothing  was  left  of  it  but  a  few  battered  and  blackened  walls  and  a  few 
chimneys,      from   (band  Gulf  we  marched  across  the  State  to  Jackson,  the 
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capital.  On  our  way  to  Jackson  we  saw  for  the  first  time  near  Raymond, 
where  there  had  been  a  fight,  men  who  had  been  killed  in  battle.  They 
were  rebels,  for  the  Federal  force  had  been  successful  and  if  they  lost  any 
men  had  buried  them  and  hurried  on  to  the  front.  At  Jackson  there  was  a 
sharp  engagement  between  Steel's  division  and  the  rebels  and  the  city  was 
captured  while  we  were  held  back  in  reserve  While  lying  in  line  during 
the  capture,  two  of  our  men  were  wounded  by  shells  from  the  enemy's  works 
This  was  the  first  instance  of  bur  being  under  fire.  When  we  entered  the 
city  we  saw  the  principal  hotel,  a  large  frame  building  called  the  Confeder- 
ate House,  in  flames;  it  was  burned  to  the  ground.  We  marched  from  Jack- 
son, crossed  Black  river  on  a  pontoon  bridge,  and  reaching  the  rear  of  Vicks- 
burg,  took  our  place  behind  the  breastworks  in  Gen.  T little's  division,  and 
as  part  of  Gen.  Sherman's  corps. 

7.       EXPEDITIONS    TO    BEACK    RIVER    AND    SURROUNDING    COUNTRY. 

After  we  had  been  in  the  rear  of  Vicksburg  some  weeks,  we. were  sent  out 
about  sixteen  miles  to  Black  river  to  watch  Johnson,  who  with  a  force  was 
in  our  rear,  and  had  again  taken  possession  ot  Jackson.  We  started  in  the 
evening,  and  about  midnight,  exhausted  and  sleepy,  we  lay  down  in  an  open 
field  to  rest.  In  the  midst  of  our  slumbers  we  were  roused  up,  fell  into  line, 
expecting  every  moment  to  hear  the  rattle  of  musketry,  and  receive  the 
charge  of  the  on-coming  foe,  when  we  found  that  the  entire  scare  was  pro- 
duced by  a  refractory  mule,  which,  hitched  to  a  fence,  jerked  the  rail  loose 
and  run  off  with  it.  The  mule-scared  brigade  then  broke  ranks, and  like  the 
darkey  in  the  storm,  retired  in  disgust,  hut  it  demonstrated  that  we  were 
ready  for  any  emergency, and  were  not  to  be  overcome  by  a  surprise  even  by 
a  mule.  On  the  4th  of  July,  which  was  in  a  day  or  two  after  our  leaving  the 
rear  of  Vicksburg,  perhaps  the  next  da)',  Vicksburg  surrendered.  We 
beard  of  it  in  a  few  hours,  and  made  our  camp  ring  with  our  cheers  ami  re- 
joicing. From  Black  river  we  made  several  expeditions  into  the  surround- 
ing country,  in  one  of  which  we  assisted  at  the  recapture  ofjackson.  All  pre- 
sent at  the  time  will  remember  the  morning  we  heard  the  rebel  band  play- 
ing Dixie,  as  they  were  marching  out  of  the  city,  soon  after  which  we  moved 
in.  On  returning  from  Jackson  we  stopped  a  day  or  two. at  Clinton,  where 
we  had  charge  of  five  or  six  hundred  rebel  prisoners.  In  one  of  our  expe- 
ditions we  came  one  evening  to  a  cluster  of  negro  cabins.  The  unbleached 
residents  were  all  out  in  front  and  wonderfully  excited.  One  old  colored 
woman  came  up  to  me  and  giving  me  a  tremendous  thump  on  the  back 
said:  "Wee's  awful  glad  to  see  you,  honey,  wee's  been  lookin  for  you  a  long 
time,  and  now  bless  de  Ford  ye  is  here."  I  paid  one  of  the  colored  women 
a  quarter  for  a  small  corn  pone.  When  we  went  into  cam])  and  I  had  cared 
for  my  horse,  I  looked  into  my  haversack  for  my  pone;  you  ma)'  judge  of 
m)%  disappointment  when  I  found  it  was  gone,  for  I  had  eaten  nothing  since 
early  in  the  morning.  I  never  knew  what  had  become  of  it  until  about  two 
years  ago.  My  information  conies  second-handed  from  Col.  Rothrock'  He 
and  Maj.  O'Connor  had  an  Irish  servant  who,  knowing  :I  had  the  pone  in 
my  haversack,  purloined  it,  and  he  and  the  Col.  and  the  Maj.  ate  it.  But 
they  did  not  tell  me  for  fear  T  would  not  like  it.  I  will  leave  it  to  any  fair- 
minded  and  well  informed  judge  of  military  law,  whether  it  was  in  accord- 
ance with  the  highest  conception  of  military  justice  for  a  dignified  Lieut. 
Col.  and  Maj.  of  the  best  regiment  in  the  service  to  steal  a  corn  pone  from 
a  hungry  chaplain. 

8.      DEPARTURE  TO   POCAHONTAS,    TENNESSEE. 
Sometime   after    the    campaign    against   Vicksburg    ended    we   were    re- 
called  to   Vicksburg,    sent  up  the  river  by    boat  to  Memphis,  Tennessee, 
and  then  sent  out  by  rail  to  Pocahontas,  in  the  same  State.     The  right  wing 
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of  the  regiment  was  stationed  at  Pocahontas  and  the  left  wing  at  Middle- 
town,  bix  miles  west  on  the  railroad.  In  these  places  we  spent  the  greater 
part  of  the  winter,  returning  to  Memphis  in  January  or  February;  and  from 
there  soon  after  to  Vicksburg 

9.  DEPARTURE  ON  THE  EXPEDITION  UP  RED  RIVER. 
Soon  after  our  return  to  Vicksburg  we  were  sent  under  Gen.  A.  J.  Smith 
with  a  force  of  about  io,o.>o  men  to  assist  Gen.  Hanks  on  Red  river.  We 
proceeded  by  boats  down  the  Mississippi,  past  Natchez,  and  up  Red  river  to 
Atchafalaya  Bayou,  and  down  the  Bayou  to  Simport.  From  Simport  we 
marched  across  the  country  thtough  Moreauville,  Mansuri;  Coceauville,  and 
Marksville,  where  we  saw  the  French  (lag  Hying  from  some  of  the  houses,  to 
Ft.  de  Russy,  on  Red  river,  which  was  captured  by  our  advanced  forces 
about  the  time  we  arrived.  At  Ft.  de  Russy  we  were  again  put  upon  the 
boats  and  taken  up  to  Alexandria. 

IO.      EXPEDITION  TO   HENDERSON'S    HII.I,. 

Shortly  after  our  arrival  at  Alexandria,  we  were  sent  out  against  a  force 
encamped  at  Henderson's  Mill,  some  22  miles  distant.  We  marched  all  da)' 
through  the  rain  and  splashing  mud,  until  we  came  in  sight  of  the  hill,  per- 
haps two  miles  away.  Our  cavalry  had  formed  immediately  in  front  of  the 
hill,  ami  some  of  our  artillery  were  cannonading  the  enemy.  A  large  bayou 
flowed  past  the  foot  of  the  hill,  separating  it  from  the  Union  forces  in 
front,  then  made  a  turn  coming  down  on  our  left.  The  bridge  immediately 
in  front  of  the  hill  was  burned  to  prevent  any  Federal  force  from  crossing. 
We  ^were  sent  over  a  bridge  on  our  left  and  marched  across  little  .miry 
bayous,  over  hills,  and  through  pine  woo ,1s  toward  the  enemy's  rear.  Night 
came  on  us  intensely  dark;  a  caisson  belonging  to  a  battery  sent  with  us  was 
mired  down,  and  was  extricated  only  with  great  trouble  and  considerable 
delay.  Our  brigade,  consisting  of  the  35th  Iowa  and  33rd  Missouri,  in 
some  way  became  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  force  that  crossed  the 
bayou  with  us.  Some  time  after  the  separation  we  were  commanded  to  halt 
and  broke  ranks,  and  remained  where  we  halted  perhaps  an  hour.  When 
we  stopped  we  were  wearied  and  heated  by  the  march,  the  perspiration 
rolled  in  hot  streams  down  our  faces;  our  clothes  were  drenched  with  the 
incessant  rain.  After  halting  awhile  the  cold,  damp  air  began  to  chill  us. 
The  cold,  wet  ground  forbid  our  lying  or  sitting  down  to  rest.  Uncomfor- 
table and  cheerless  as  the  prospect  was,  the  boys  were  not  to  be  disheart- 
ened. By  some  means  they  succeeded  in  kindling  a  fire,  and  in  an  incred- 
ibly short  space  of  time  the  flames  from  a  dozen  cheerful  fires  lit  up  the 
darkness  of  the  old  pine  woods  and  the  men  gathered  in  double  and  triple 
circles  round  them.  At  length  we  resumed  our  inarch;  companies  A  and  K 
were  sent  hi  our  immediate  advance  as  scouts.  The  rebel  pickets  not  dream- 
ing of  our  advancing  from  the  rear,  were  gathered  about  their  bright  fires  to 
keep  themselves  warm,  and  while  the  light  enabled  us  to  see  them  plainly, 
it  so  blinded  them  that  they  could  not  see  us.  The  scouts  were  perhaps  at 
110  time  more  than  100  yards  ahead  of  the  regiment,  so  that  riding  with  the 
colonel  at  the  head  of  the  regiment  I  could  see, though  I  could  hear  nothing 
when  each  capture  took  place.  We  captured  in  rapid  succession  post  after 
post  until  we  arrived  at  and  took  possession  of  the  hill.  The  first  intima- 
tion the  enemy  had  of  our  approach  was  a  volley  of  musketry  fired  by  com- 
pany E  as  they  surrounded  a  large  white  house  in  which  the  rebel  officers 
were  quartered.  The  rebels  had  a  gun  pointing  in  the  direction  from  which 
we  came,  and  as  we  crowded  the  lane  from  side  to  side,  had  they  known  we 
were  coming  they  could  have  (.lone  us  an  immense  damage.  After  the  cap- 
ture we  returned  with  our  prisoners,  and  with  music  of  fife  and  drum  and 
floating  banners,  in  triumph  to  Alexandria. 
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11.       DEPARTURE   TO   GRAND   SCORE. 

A.  few.  days  after  the  capture  of  Henderson's  Hill,  we  marched  around 
the  rapids  above  Alexandria,  and  re-embarked  on  the  boats,  and  went  up 
the  river  to  a  point  opposite  to  Grand  Kcore.  The  next*  day  we  marched  up 
to  the  village  of  Campte,  lo  support  some  eastern  regiments  which  had  a 
sharp  encounter  with  the  enemy  near  the  village.  Returning  we  crossed 
the  river  to  Grand  Kcore. 

12.  EXPEDITION  TO  PHEASANT  1III.I,. 
We  left  Grand  Kcore  the  next  day',  and  marched  through  a  rough,  bar- 
ren and  hill\'  country,  covered  with  a  thick  [line  woods,  and  from  tile  mid- 
dle of  the  day  till  we  went  into  cam];,  through  rain  and  mud.  The  second 
day,  late-  in  the  afternoon,  we  heard  heavy  cannonading  at  a  distance,  which 
we  supposed  proceeded  from  (air  gunboats  on  the  river.  In  the  evening, 
about  dark,  we  went  into  camp  a  short  distance  from  the;  village  of  Pleasant 
Hill,  The  next  morning,  long  before  daylight,  we  were  roused  from  our 
slumbers  by  the  roll  of  the  drum,  and  commanded  to  prepare  our  break- 
fasts. Orders  were  soon  issued  to  put  out  the  (ires,  and  word  was  circulated 
that  banks'  force  had  met  with  a  serious  disaster..  About  daylight  we  saw'  a 
column  of  colored  troops  belonging  to  Banks'  army,  marching  along  the 
road  past  our  camp  to  the'rear.  About  ro  o'clock  a.  m.,  we  heard  the  dull 
sound  of  one  or  two  distant  cannon,  which  continued  at  intervals,  and 
seemed  to  be  coming  nearer  through  the  day.  About  3  p.  m.,  Gen.  Smith's 
force  moved  up  to  Pleasant  Hill,  and  formed  in  line  of  battle  just  at  the  edge 
oC  the  village,  in  an  open  Meld' which  sloped  gradually  down  to  the  timber. 
The  35th  was  placed  between  a  Vermont  Battery  immediately  on  our  left, 
and  an  Indiana.  Battery  a  little  further  down  the  hill  and  in  the  timber  on 
our  right.  At  a  signal  o\  five  shells  explo  ling  high  in  the  air,  the  Rebels 
drove  back  our  line  of  skirmishers  in  the  timber,  and  charged  up  the  field 
At  the  same  time  their  batteries  opened  on  us  with  a  ^torm  of  shot  and 
shell.  While  our  men  were  lying  down  waiting  for  orders  to  charge,  a  shell 
struck  Peter  Harrison,  of  Company  A,  tearing  off  o)\u  side  of  his  head,  and 
entered  the  breast  of  Capt  Henry  blank,  killing  them  both  instantly.  They 
were  brave  and  true  men.  The  Rebels,  confident  of  victory,  pressed  up  the 
field  driving  our  skirmishers  before  them,  and  cheering  with  an  enthusiasm 
inspired  by  the  victory  of  the  previous  day.  Horsemen  and  footmen  who 
had  come  upon  the  Held,  not  to  engage  in,  but  be  spectators  of  the  fight, 
when  the}-  saw  that  our  skirmishers  were  falling  back,  and  the  Rebels  ad- 
vancing, and  heard  the  shells  whistling  and  the  bullets  singing  around 
them,  scattered  and  disappeared  ewer  the  hills  in  the  rear.  As  the  Rebels 
approached,  our  line  was  ordered  to  fire,  and  poured  upon  them  a  volley  of 
musketry  so 'deadly  as  to  check  their  advance  to  anticipated,  victory.  Our 
mtm  then  charged  upon  them  with  defiant  cheers,  while  the  Vermont  Bat- 
tery on  our  left,  opened  on  them  a  galling  fire.  The  Rebel  line  reeled  and 
staggered,  and  began  to  fall  back.  They  endeavored  to  make  a  stand  at  a 
ditch,  which  thinly  skirted  with  cane,  ran  across  the  field  about  half  way 
down.  But  they  were  soon  driv  m  from  the  ditch  almost  to  the  timber, 
where  it  was  said  they  were  reinforced,  when  they  again  rallied.  A  desper- 
ate and  apparently  concentrated  attack  was  made  on  our  left,  in  which  was 
the  35th.  But  being  repulsed,  they  seemed  to  concentrate  upon  our  right, 
but  were  again  beaten  back.  Massing  their  strength  they  strove  to  force 
our  center,  but  our  men  charged  upon  them  with  resistless  courage  and  de- 
termination, cutting  them  down  at  every  discharge,  like  grass  before  the 
mower's  scythe,  until  despairing  of  success  they  lied  precipitately  from  the 
field.  Until  late  that  night  I  accompanied  the  ambulances  and  assisted  in 
picking  up  the  wounded  and  placing  them  in  a  house  which  we  used  as  a 
hospital.      The  next  day  presented  the  strange  occurrence  of  the  vanquish- 
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ers  and  the  vanquished  running  away  from  each  other  as  fast  as  they  could, 
the  Rebels  16  miles  toward  Mansfield,  and  we  [8  miles  toward  Grand  Fcore. 
It  was  reported  that  Generals  .Smith  and  Mower  wanted  to  go  on  to  Shreve- 
port,  and  that  Banks  was  inflexible  in  Ins  commands  to  retreat.  It  is  uni- 
versally admitted  that  the  battle  of  Pleasant  Hill,  under  Gen.  Smith,  saved 
Hanks'  army.     After  this  battle  we  returned  immediately  to  Grand  Keore. 

13.       RETURN    TO    VTCKSUURG, 

From  Grand  heore  we  marched  to  Alexander,  passing  through  Natchito- 
ches, and  Clouterville,  and  over  Cain  river  crossing,  falling  into  line  of  bat- 
tle and  skirmishing  more  or  less  every  day.  From  Alexandria  we  moved 
out  to  Gov.  Moore's  plantation,  where  we  remained  a  few  days,  and  then 
started  for  the  mouth  of  Red  river.  After  we  had  reached  Red  river  and 
were  marching  along  the  bank  some  rebels  on  the  opposite  side  opened 
on  ns  with  musketry  but  were  soon  silenced  by  shot  and  shell  from  our  gun- 
boats. Just  after  passing  through  Marksville  we  had  a  short  but  sharp 
encounter  with  the  enemy  who  were  stationed  in  the  timber  while  we  hail  to 
form  in  the  open  fields.  In  this  skirmish  Win.  Fitzsimmous,  of  company  F, 
received  the  wound  from  which  he  afterward  died.  The  next  day  the  rebels 
attacked  our  rear  guard  of  cavalry,  and  getting  in  the  rear  of  one  brigade 
succeeded  in  cutting  it  off  from  the*main  force,  'idle  13th  corps  which  formed 
the  rear  portion  of  the  infantry,  was  sent  forward,  and  the  35th  Iowa  and 
two  or  three  other  regiments  were  sent  to  the  rear  to  the  relief  of  the  cav- 
alry They  fell  into  line  of  battle  in  the  edge  of  the  timber;  the  rebels 
then  fell  hack,  releasing  the  brigade  they  had  hoped  to  capture.  Shortly 
after  we  resumed  our  march  the  hoys  saw  a  box  ol  hard  tack  laying  along  side 
of  the  road;  one  of  them  started  towards  it  when  a  rebel  shell  struck  the 
box,  breaking  it  into  atoms  and  scattering  the  crackers  in  every  direction. 
About  4  o'clock  the  same  day  we  formed  a  line  of  battle  along  a  deep  ditch 
in  a  ploughed  field,  and  waited  lor  the  enemy.  They  soon  made  their 
appearance  in  the  edge  of  the  timber,  when  three  of  our  batteries,  with 
twelve  or  eighteen  guns,  opened  on  them  with  a  most  terrible  fire  of  grape 
and  cannister,  effectually  checking  their  further  progress.  The  next  morn- 
ing, about  7  o'clock,  we  crossed  Yellow  Bayou  near  Ft  Taylor,  which  was 
situated  at  the  junction  of  that  Bayou  and  Bayou  de  Glaze,  and  encamped 
About  11  o'clock  the  rebels,  who  all  morning  had  been  skirmishing  with 
our  pickets,  appeared  ill  considerable  force;  a  force,  including  our  regi- 
ment, was  ordered  to  recross  the  bayou  to  meet  them.  Capt.  Burinaster,  of 
Company  C,  was  ordered  to  deploy  his  men  as  skirmishers  along  Bayou  de 
Glaze  to  protect  our  right  from  any  force  that  might  he  on  the  opposite  side. 
In  the  performance  of  this  dutydie  received  a  wound  which  resulted  in  his 
death.  Our  men  advanced  on  double  epiick  a  mile  from  Yellow  Bayou  to 
the  place  vwherc  we  ha  1  formed  a  line  of  battle  the  evening  before.  The 
enemy  then  fell  back  some  distance  to  the  edge  of  a  sugar  plantation,  and 
seemed  to  await  our  coming.  An  additional  force  was  brought  to  us,  and 
our  batteries  opened  on  the  rebels,  to  which  the)-  replied  with  a  terrible 
storm  of  shot  and  shell.  The  rebels  then  advanced,  and  our  men,  lying  on 
the  edge  of  a  field  witli  briars,  were  ordered  to  charge.  It  was  impossible  to 
cross  the  field  in  regular  line  of  battle,  hence  they  had  to  advance  in  broken 
line,  some  crawling  a  short  distance  on  their  bands  and  knees,  some  paus- 
ing a  moment  to  open  a  passage  through  the  thickly  taitgled  briars,  others 
turning  to  the  right  or  led  to  get  around  some  impenetrable  obstacle,  hut 
all  pressing  forward  with  irrepressible  determination  and  courage.  The 
rebels  made  a  desperate  effort  to  flank  us,  but  failed,  and  though  stubbornly 
contesting  every  inch  of  ground,  were  beaten  hack  at  every  point.  It  was 
reported  that  the  rebels  had  a  considerably  larger  force  engaged  than  we  had, 
and  that  none  of  Hanks'  army  was  in  this'fiVht.    In  this  battle  Fred.  Hill,  the 
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son  of  the  Colonel,  a  very  bright  and  promising  youth,  was  killed  while 
accompanying  his  father  through  the  thickest  of  the  strife.  After  the  battle 
of  Yellow  Bayou  we  marched  to  the  mouth  of  Red  River,  and  embarking  on 
boats,  arrived  at  Vicksburg  May  2i>d,  1864,  having  been  gone  two  months 
and  twelve  days. 

14.       KXPFDITON  TO  TUPELO,   MISS, 

We  were  sent  from  Vicksburg  to  Memphis  by  boat,  and  on  our  way  up 
the  river  our  Regiment  was  sent  on  a  short  expedition  out  from  the  river  in 
Arkansas,  and  had  a  sharp  skirmish  with  the  enemy,  in  which  we  lost  a 
brave  and  worthy  officer  in  Major  Johns.  From  Memphis  our  Regiment 
was  ordered  by  rail  out  into  Mississippi  to  destroy  as  far  as  possible  a  line 
of  railroad  which  was  of  great  importance  to  the  enemy  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  troops  and  supplies.  Leaving  the  railroad,  I  think  at  Holly  Springs, 
we  marched  to  about  a  mile  beyond  Pontituc,  and  camped  for  the  night. 
The  next  morning  we  returned  to  Pontituc  and  directed  our  march  towards 
Tupelo.  About  the  middle  of  the  afternoon,  as  we  were  marching  through 
a  rough  country,  where  the  brush  was  very  thick  on  either  side 
of  the  road,  a  volley  of  musketry  was  fired  into  us  from  the 
brush  on  our  right,  killing  the  Oartermaster  of  the  7th  Minnesota 
and  some  others,  but  not  injuring  any  of  our  regiment.  Skirmishers 
were  sent  out,  but  the  rebels  were  nowhere  to  be  seen.  At  night 
we  went  into  camp  at  Tupelo,  near  which  a  sharp  fight  had  occurred  the 
day  before.  The  next  morning  we  fell  into  line  of  battle,  and  about  10  a. 
m.  the  rebels  charged  upon  us  in  force,  but  after  a  hard  tight  of  three  or 
four  hours,  were  driven  from  the  field.  That  night  about  12  o'clock  an 
attempt  was  made  to  surprise  our  left  wing,  but  the  enemy  were  again  sig- 
nally repulsed.  After  the  battle  of  Tupelo  we  returned  to  our  camp  near 
Memphis.  My  sketch  here  necessarily  closes,  for  though  the  Regiment  was 
sent  on  an  expedition  to  Oxford,  Miss;,  I  was  not  with  them,  and  when  they 
returned  and  were  ordered  to  Arkansas  my  resignation  was  accepted,  and  I 
left  the  Regiment  and  came  home.  My  sketch  is  necessarily  imperfect.  A 
full  account  of  the  doings  and  experience  of  the  Regiment,  and  the  inci- 
dents relating  to  it,  even  so  far  as  I  might  be  able  to  recall  them,  would 
require  longer  time  than  could  be  given  to  it  on  occasions  like  the  present. 

CONCLUSION. 

Comrades,  the  war,  with  all  the  accompanying  circumstances  that  tried 
men's  souls,  has  passed  away  into  the  history  of  former  times.  Neither  you 
or  I  desire  to  pass  through  those  scenes  again,  yet  the  experience  we  gained, 
even  if  it  could  be  parted  with,  we  would  not  sell  for  untold  wealth.  As 
you  read  of  the  history  of  our  civil  war,  of  the  triumph  of  the  nation  over 
rebellion,  and  of  right  over  wrong,  you  will  have  the  proud  consciousness 
that  a  part  of  that  history  you  yourselves  have  made.  Since  that  time  the 
nation  has  wonderfully  grown  in  prosperity  and  power.  It  has  attained  to  a 
National  grandeur  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  nations.  Its  progress  in 
education,  literature,  science  and  art,  commerce,  agriculture,  mining  and 
manufacturing  is  truly  wonderful.  Over  its  numerous  broad  and  navigable 
streams,  and  its  thousands  of  miles  of  railway  the  commerce  of  the  world 
is  rushing,  distributing  the  produce  of  all  lands,  however  remote,  through 
our  towns,  villages  and  country,  laying  them,  as  it  were,  at  the  door  of 
almost  every  dweller  in  the  land.  The  banner  under  which  you  marched 
and  fought  Waves  over  a  vast  territory,  which,  in  developed  and  undevel- 
oped resources  surpasses  that  of  any  nation  in  the  world.  And  this  mighty 
nation,  with  all  its  wonderful  growth  and  unmeasured  possibilities,  your 
sacrifice  and  efforts  have  helped  to  save.  Your  names  may  not  appear  upon 
the  pages  of  history,  yet  your  places  among  the  saviors  of  the  nation  are  as 
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real  as    the   most  distinguished  generals  who,  by  their  skillful  command  of 
armies,  obtained  the  admiration  and  praises  of  the  world. 

Comrades!  many  who  started  out  with  us  over  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago  have  long  passed  "to  that  undiscovered  country  from  which  no  traveler 
returns."  Some  went  from  the  Meld  of  battle,  some  from  the  hospital, 
some  from  the  cam]),  and  others  from  the  peaceful  scenes  of  home;  and  we 
are  rapidly  marching  down  to  that  mysterious  crossing  where  we  shall  go 
over  to  join  the  invisible  army  on  the  other  side.  Some  of  you  were  then 
mere  youths,  but  families  have  grown  up  about  you  and  call  yon  father,,  and 
some  of  you  have  grandchildren  now,  your  hair  is  either  "turning  or  has 
turned  gray,  time  has  put  furrows  in  your  cheek  and  brow  and  taken  from  ' 
you  the  activity,  strength  and  vigor  of  your  younger  years.  In  a  few  years, 
at  most,  it  will  be  said  of  us  a  -  is  now  said  of  the  Revolutionary  veterans, 
"all  are  gone."  We  will  never  all  meet  again  in  a  Re-union  of  the  35th, 
but  wherever  we  may  be,  however  widely  separated,  under  whatever  circum- 
stances placed,  we  will  never  forget  but  always  remember  with  pride  the 
old  35th,  which,  in  the  hour  of  deadliest  danger,  never  failed  to  respond  to 
its  country's  call. 

Major  Harry  O'Connor  followed  in  a  short  speech,  which  was  one  of  the 

Major's  best,  ami  the  boys  took  it  all  in,  and   applauded  to    the  echo.     The 

meeting  adjourned  until  evening,  when  the  camp  fire  would  be  lighted. 


THE    CAMP    FIRE. 

CLOSING  SCENES  OF  THE  RE-UNION. 

Never  did  a  brighter  or  more  genial  assembly  gather  about  a  veterans' 
camp  fire  than  filled  Olds'  Opera  House  this  evening,  and  never  did  a  camp 
fire  shed  a  more  genial  influence  than  radiated  from  the  glowing  embers  of 
the  35th  Re-union.  The  city  turned  out  to  do  parting  honors  to  the  old 
Regiment,  and  standing  room  was  at  a  premium. 

Colonel  Keelef  presided,  and  invited  Rev.  Dr.  Robbins  to  invoke  the 
Divine  blessing.  "America"  followed,  led  by  the  organ  and  choir,  and 
sung  by  all. 

The  first  speaker  introduced  was  the  "old  war  governor,"  Hon.  S.  J. 
Kirk  wood,  whose  appearance  was  warmly  greeted.  The  Governor  thought 
the  lessons  of  the  war  were  not  sufficiently  impressed  upon  the  young  men 
of  the  country—those  who  were  in  infancy  when  the  35th  and  other  regi- 
ments were  marching  home  from  their  heroic  service.  The  speaker  dilated 
upon  the  beauty,  extent  and  resources  of  our  continental  countrv,  embrac- 
ing all  climes  and  every  possibility  of  nature,  and  contrasted  its  present 
wealth  and  grandeur  with  what  would  have  been  its  utter  worthlessness 
except  as  a  bloody  arena  for  hostile  sections  had  these  veterans  of  the  35th 
and  their  comrames  not  done  their  part  so  well.  He  was  afraid  that  in  the 
mad  rush  of  money  getting  in  this  age  the  young  men  of  the  country  were 
too  little  sensible  of  the  obligation  due  to  men  who  became  subject  to  sick- 
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ness  and  wounds  and  death  that  the  government  of  the  people,  by  the  peo- 
ple and  for  the  people  might  not  perish  from  the  earth.  One  thing  he  had 
against  the  veterans  was  their  indifference  to  preserving  the  anecdotal  inci- 
dents of  the  war,  and  thought  that  everybody  who  knew  a  good  story  of 
faet  should  send  it  to  the  State  Historical  Society.  He  closed  with  an  amus- 
ing story  of  Colonel  John  Scott,  who  wished  the  Governor  to  send  some 
man  down  to  him  in  Mississippi  who  wasn't  afraid  of  a  hereafter f  and  could' 
do  the  subject  justice. 

President  Keeler  called  Dr.  \V.  S.  Robertson  to  the  platform  to  keep  the 
ball  in  motion.  The  Doctor  said  he  presumed  he  was  drafted  into  service  to 
respond  for  the  outside  military,  as  he  represented  what  was  called  ''Iowa 
Five"  15th  Iowa  Infantryj.  The  Governor  had  referred  to  his  membership 
with  the  Loyal  League,  which  was  a  noble  organization,  and  the  speaker 
was  proud  of  his  connection  with  it;  but  it  was  no  comparison  with  the 
('.rand  Army  which  was  fighting  those  rebels  down  there  so  long,  and  he 
was  glai  to  meet  with  one  of  the  Union's  grandest  regiments  this  evening, 
and  to  felicitate  it  upon  its  splendid  re-union.  The  Doctor  continued  in  a 
brief,  reminiscential  talk  of  the  war,  which  evoked  the  frecment  cheers  of 
the  house. 

The  President's  eye  caught  sight  of  the  head  and  illuminated  counte- 
nance of  Colonel  C.  C.  Horton,  of  the  2nd  Iowa  Cavalry,  and  ordered  him 
to  the  front.  The  order  was — "Colonel  Horton  will  please  come  forward 
and  address  the  meeting,"  and  it  was  a  surprise  to  the  gallant  raider,  but 
SOldier-liki  he  obeyed.  lie  came  to  the  front  and  was  grasped  by  his  fellow 
Colonel's  hands  and  duly  presented  as  a  representative  of  a  service  for 
whose  dead  members  considerable  of  a  reward  was  offered  at  the  beginning 
of  the  war,  (great  laughter)  alluding  to  Gen.  Hooker's  offer  of  #25  for  the 
sight  of  a  tie  ad  cavalryman. 

The  Colonel  was  received  with  a  royal  welcome,  and  though  'saying  that 
he  must  be  off  at  once  and  see  his  wife,  he  stayed  long  enough  to  draw  a 
picture  of  "Nashville"  and  the  splendid  lighting  of  the  35th  witnessed  by 
him  in  those  battles. 

Cap':.  P.  W.  Doran  was  the  next  man  impressed,  and  was  "sent  off"  oy 
the  President  ar  the  "Marshal  of  the  Irish  Brigade."  He  found  fault  at 
once  with  the  five  minutes  limitation.  He  said  it  took  him  that  time  to 
work  himself  up,  but  when  he  began  he  was  like  Grant — ready  to  fight  it 
out  on  that  line  if  it  took  all  summer.  lie  had  been  very  sick,  and  was 
afraid  at  one  time  that  he  would  not  have  the  happiness  of  meeting  with  the 
boys;  it  really  looked  as  if  be  would  be  called  to  his  Heavenly  Father, 
"and  boys,"  said  be,  "I  am  going  to  get  there  yet  (laughter  and  cheers] ;  for 
I  don't  care  what  is  meted  out  to  other  fellows;  they  will  probably  get  their 
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deserts;  but  the  old  veteran  of  the  35th  is  going  straight  from  Iowa  to 
Heaven."  (Great  cheering.)  lie  went  on  to  say  that  it  needed  the  same 
Providence  from  on  high  to  take  care  of  the  boys  with  those  Australian  mus- 
kets, which  latter  the  Captain  described  amid  uproarious  merriment,  and 
then  left  his  operations  in  the  field  to  consider  the  present  hardships  of  the 
unmarried  veteran.  (Note. — The  Captain  was  not  married  until  after  the 
war.)  There  could  be  up  report  of  a  speech,  every  line  of  which  was  a 
witticism,  exploding  the  house,  and  which  was  delivered  amid  continuous 
convulsions  of  laughter. 

lion.  R.  M.  Burnett  was  next  introduced,  and  received  with  the  warm 
welcome  of  the  Regiment  and  the  house.  His  remarks  were  brief  and  re- 
lated to  the  duty  of  the  home guard,  in  planting  and  digging  potatoes  to 
send  to  the  boys  at  the  front,  and  in  general  following  the  example  of  the 
men  in  David's  times  who  "staid  by  the  staff."  There  was  much  to  be  done 
at  home  by  loyal  men  and  women, ffor  it  would  have  been  fatal  to  the  Union 
cause  if  the  rear  of  the  army  in  the  North  had  been  left  open  to  the  aggres- 
sions of  the  enemy. 

Captain  Tobe  Brown  was  shouted  for,  and  came  forward  amid  cheers  and 
proceeded  without  much  formality  to  deliver  himself  of  one  of  the  quaint- 
est and  best  speeches  of  the  evening.  He  took  his  revenge  on  President 
Keeler  by  narrating,  with  graphic  force,  how  the  Colonel  jumped  on  him  for 
not  guarding  a  certain  keg  with  more  military  diligence  and  greater  honesty, 
and  his  remarks  were  full  of  illustrations  of  army  life  that  brought  down 
the  house. 

Colonel  Keeler  himself  was  now  vociferously  called  upon  for  a  speech, 
ami  rising,  said  he  was  no  speech-maker,  but  while  on  his  feet  would  utter 
the  reflection  that  had  impressed  itself  upon  him  that  day  of  how  the  boys 
were  getting  to  be  old  men.  It  was  scared)'  realizable  that  the  old  35th 
was  a  regiment  of  boys  when  it  went  to  the  front,  but  such  was  the  fact,  the 
larger  majority  of  them  probably  under  25  The  Colonel  said  he  would  not 
extend  hisv&peech,  but  would  give  them  his  sentiments  in  a  recital  of  a  com- 
position which  would  be  appreciated  by  all  veterans,  and  he  rendered  with 
hap]))-  dramatic  effect  the  poem,  "We've  Drank  from  the  Same  Canteen," 
which  was  loudly  applauded. 

Surgeon  S.  M.  Cobb  was  called  for,  and  was  introduced  as  "Old  Qui- 
nine," but  excused  himself  from  speaking. 

O.  H.  V.  Linn,  Sergeant  of  Company  b\  was  loudly  called  for,  and  gave 
a  very  interesting  recital  of  events  incidental  to  the  main  line  of  the  Regi- 
ment's history. 

Rev.  Dr.  Rabbins  was  introduced  as  the  oldest  pastor  in  the  city  and  one 
who  had  held  the  tenderest  and  saddest  as  well  as  joyful  relations   with  the

35th,  and  as  the  minister  who  officiated  at  the  burial  of  the  first  Union  sol- 
dier brought  home  from  the  South.     The  Doctor  said: 

The  35th  had  so  many  good  warm  and  true  friends  of  mine  in  it  that  it 
seemed,  perhaps,  more  than  any  other,  my  Regiment:  To  it,  with  one  or 
two  regiments,  at  Cam])  Strong,  I  preached  the  only  sermon  I  ever  preached 
to  soldiers  in  camp.  Several  of  them,  brought  home  dead,  I  have  sadly,  but 
with  gratitude  for  what  they  had  done  for  their  country  and  for  freedom, 
helped  to  bury  and  cherish  tenderly  their  memory. 

Allusion  has  been  made  to  what  the  women  at  home  did  for  the  soldiers 
— e.  £*.,  in  planting  and  digging  potatoes.  1  helped  in  that,  and  at  the 
request  of  the  women  gave  a  motto  from  the  Bible  to  put  upon  the  express 
tags  which  were  fastened  to  each  package  of  potatoes  and  onions  sent.  It 
was  not  probabiy  as  much  prized  by  the  soldiers  as  were  the  vegetables.  But 
it  was  of  interest  as  coming  from  God's  word,  where  we  went  for  prayers 
against  the  Confederacy,  and  was  from  the  book  of  Revelations,  as  follows: 
"And  the  harth  Helped  the  Woman."  The  women  helped  the  soldiers  and 
the  earth  helped  the  women. 

1  am  glad  to  again  look  into  the  faces  of  so  many  of  the  boys  of  the  35th 
Iowa,  and  to  shake  hands^with  so  many  of  them.  I  have  often,  in  officiat- 
ing at  the  funerals  of  soldiers  of  the  Union,  had  full  enough  sympathy  with 
the  heresy  of  him  of  the  Iowa  Brigade.  Stern  tells  us  that  when  Toby, 
under  great  provocation,  droppe  1  an  oath,  the  recording  angel,  as  he  put  it 
onto  the  book,  dropped  a  tear  upon  it  and  blotted  it  out  forever.  Cable,  in 
one  of  his  stories  of  the  Creole  days,  tells  of  a  quadroon  in  New  Orleans 
who,  in  order  to  save  her  illegitimate  child  from  the  taint  of  slavery,  swore 
that  the  beautiful  ami  white  girl  was  not  her  own,  but  that  of  another 
woman,  not  a  slave,  whose  portrait  she  showed. 

But,  being  a  good  Catholic,  she  was  compelled  by  conscience  to  confess 
her  sin  to  the  priest,  and  at  or  before  her  absolution  she  died  in  the  confes- 
sional, from  the  excitement  of  opposing  elements  in  her  heart.  So  it  has 
seemed,  sometimes,  that  most  any  fault  might  be  pardoned  in  him  who  has 
given  his  life  for  his  country's. 

Yet  no  loyal  soldier  but  knows  that  he  should  be  in  heart  and  in  all 
things,  loyal  to  that  Cod  who  has  given  him  a  country  worth  dying  for.  I 
thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  these  few  moments. 

Then  followed  a  fine  recitation  of  "The  Felon,"  by  Comrade  Mee,  and 
remarks  by  II.  F.  Bodman,  Drum  Major  Beeke,  R.  II.  McCampbell  and 
George  Hettinger. 

«,  The  "Star  Spangled  Banner"  was  rendered  by  the  choir,  followed  by 
"Old  Shady,"  from  Comrade  McCoy,  after  which  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted  unanimously: 

Your  committee  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  appropriate  to  this,  our 
first  Re-union,  report  the  following: 

1  st.  We  congratulate  each  other  on  this,  our  first  Re-union  since  1865, 
and  are  grateful  that  we  can  still  muster  200  strong. 

2d.  We  think  of  our  dead  comrades  so  true  to  us  and  so  brave  for  the 
country  for  which  they  gave  their  lives,  our  brave  and  best  beloved  com- 
mander, Colonel  Hill,  the  brave  and  patriotic  Major  Johns,  gallant  Bur- 
meister,  Blank,  Shaw,  Evans,  Dugan  and  others,  ami  the  many  brave  boys 
who  fell  with  them  in  the  same  holy  cause. 
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3d.  We  mourn  the  sudden  and  unexpected  death  of  our  comrade,  the  late 
Major  Dill,  whom  we  expected  to  meet  with  us  to-day;  brave,  faithful  sol- 
dier, true  patriot;  we  tender  to  his  widow  and  children  our  tendefest  sym- 
pathy. 

4th.  To  Shelby  Norman  Post  G.  A.  R.  we  offer  our  grateful  apprecia- 
tion of  their  brotherly  kindness  and  soldierly  attention. 

5th.  To  Co.  C,  2d  Regiment,  T  N  G.,  we  extend  the  thanks  of  brothers, 
and  commit  the  keeping  of  the  country  we  served  to  their  valor  and 
patriotism. 

6th.  To  the  women  and  girls  of  Muscatine  who  cared  for  our  wants 
when  we  went  out,  welcomed  us  home,  and  are  able  and  willing  to   care  for 

our  comforts  to-day,  we  extend  every   feeling    and    sentiment   that  the  gal- 
lantry of  soldiers  and  the  love  of  brothers  dictate. 

7th.  To  the  citizens  of  Muscatine,  one  and  all  for  their  heart)'  welcome 
and  generous  hospitality  we  give  a  soldier's  thanks,  with  three  cheers  and 
a  tiger.

On  motion,  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  Re-union  were  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  executive  committee. 

Then  came  'one  of  the  best  treats  of  the  evening  in  the  singing  by  O.  S. 
Terry  of  "John  Brown,"  which  was  followed  by  "She  Leaf  Poor  Schnapps 
Pehint,"  by  Comrade  McCoy,  of  the  —  regiment,  and  "The  Faded  Coat  of 
Blue,"  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  McCoy,  who  were  heartily  applauded. 

Mr.  Van  Home  was  called  out,  and  tendered  his  congratulations,  and 
made  the  boys  quite  a  speech,  which  they  warmly  appreciated,  and  then 
Colonel  Keeler  gave  the  assembly  a  talking  dialect  recitation  of  Miles 
O'Reilly's  "Fall  of  Richmond,"  which  was  applauded  to  the  echo.  "Auld 
Rang  Syne"  followed,  sung  by  all  hands,  three  cheers  for  the  old  colors, 
which  were  held  upon  the  stage  by  their  old  bearers  and  guards,  taps  were 
sounded,  then  the  Colonel  ordered  the  ashes  to  be  raked  over  the  embers 
until  the  next  Re-union,  and  the  first  Re-union  of  the  35th  Iowa  was  over.

The  donation  of  the  hall  by  R.  YV.  Olds  was  unfortunately  omitted  by 
the  committee  on  resolutions,  a  circumstnnce  regretted  by  all.  The  execu- 
tive committee  summoned  Mr.  Olds  to  the  Webster  Hotel  parlors  the  fol- 
lowing night,  and  there  presented  him  with  a  large  photograph  of  the  Regi- 
ment as  the)-  appeared  at  the  Re-union.  It  was  handsomely  framed  in  gilt 
and  plush,  and  now  hangs  in  Mr.  Olds'  parlor,  ornamented  with  the  badges 
of  the  Regiment,  lie  considers  it  the  finest  rental  ever  received  by  him  for 
his  Opera   House.

The  first  Re-union  three  years  ago  lasted  but  one  (.lay,  and  that  was  not 
time  enough  by  at  least  half.  Now  the  boys  determined  to  double  up  the 
time  and  quadruplicate  the  quality.  The  date  was  fixed,  headquarters,  as  of 
old,  established  at  Olds'  Opera  House. 

Shelby  Norman  Post,  G.  A.  R.  and  the  Women's  Relief  Corps  opened 
their  rooms,  flung  out  their  banners,  and  bade  the  boys  welcome. 

The  warm  feeling  existing  between  the  soldier  of  the  future  and  the  vet- 
eran of  the  past  prompted  Co.  C,  (Muscatine  Rifles)  2d  Regiment,  T.  N.  G., 
to  again  throw  wide  open  their  large  hall  and  beautiful  parlors  for  the  ban- 
quet to  be  given  to  the  Regiment. 

Shelby  Norman  Post  also  sent  a  detail,  who  decorated  headquarters 
handsomely  for  the  Re-union. 

Wednesday  morning  seemed  to  have  been  made  especially  for  the  meet- 
ing," and  the  sound  of  the  old  drum  corps  was  early  heard  as  the  reception 
committee  with  the  old  dags  of  the  Regiment  marched  to  the  depot  to  meet 
the  veterans  on  the  incoming  trains. 

For  the  fourth  time  the  gallant  Thirty-Fifth  of  Iowa  Volunteers  is  the 
guest  of  the  city.  It  was  here  in  August,  1862,  when  the  boys  were  mus- 
tered iu  and  departed  for  the  front  for  the  defense  of  an  imperiled  Union. 
Here  again  August  io,  1865,  when  it  came  home  with  its  battle-scarred  ban- 
ner and  was  paid  olT  here,  being  mustered  out  in  Davenport  a  day  or  two 
before,  with  one  of  the  grandest  records  in  the  Army  of  the  Republic. 
Again  it  came  iu  October,  1S.86,  twenty-one  years  after  the  war.  Its  ranks 
had  been  sadly  thinned;  the  boys  of  '62  showed  many  a  wrinkled  visage  and 
locks  of  gray  and  white,  and  the  eyes  were  not  so  keen  as  when  they  stood 
picket  ditity  or  looked  down  the  barrel  of  their  rifles  twenty-three  years 
before,  and  there  were  bent  forms  that  could  not  again  have  stood  those 
forced  marches  in  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Mississippi  and  Louisiana.  Hut 
every  heart  glowed  with  love  of  comrade  and  of  country,  and  with  fond 
remembrances  of  Muscatine. 
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And  the  banners  of  the  city  hang  out  their  welcome  from  every  window, 
the  Opera  House  again  lights  up  with  the  blaze  of  the  camp  fire,  and  re- 
echoes with  Becke's  drum,  and  speech  and  song,  and  resounds  with  only 
such  cheers  as  ring  from  the  lips  of  those  who  cheered  for  flag  and  country 
when  life  hung  in  the  balance. 

MEETING  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 
At  2  p   111.  the  assembly  was  sounded   from    the    balcony  of  Olds'   Opera 
House,  and  the  Regiment  and  citizens  filled  the  hall; 

The  balustrade  of  the  gallery  was  trimmed  with  flags  and  the  proscenium 
was  dressed  with  banners  and  foliage  plaits.  In  the  center  of  the  stage 
stood  a  stack  of  arms  supporting  the  battle-torn  ensigns  of  the  Regiment. 
"Old  Glory,"  which  the  boys  followed  through  three  long  years  of  war, 
hung  conspicuously  draped  in  mourning.  Suspended  centrally  over  the 
proscenium  hung  a  banner  with  the  following  inscriptions:

The  appearance  on  the  stage  of  Colonel    Keeler,   Fieut. -Colonel  Roth- 
rock,  (now  of  the  Iowa  Supreme  Bench)  Capt.  F.  \V.  Doran,  Captain  S.   H. 
Dixson  and  Mayor  Gobble,  was  greeted  with  applause. 

Col.  Will.  B.  Keeler,  president  of  the  association,  called  the  assembly  to 
order  with  warmly  congratulatory  words.  It  was  27  years  ago  that  the  35th 
Regiment,  composed  mainly  of  the  flower  of  the  youth  of  this  city  and  county 
and  from  two  sister  counties,  marched  down  the  Avenue  to  depart  for  the 
field  of  action.  The  heads  of  the  boys  were  black,  or  brown,  or  red;  now  the 
snows  of  coming  age  have  fallen  upon   most,   and    your    locks  are   white  or

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gray.  The  speaker  said  he  wished  he  had  the  words  of  the  orator  to  express 
his  gratitude  that  so  many  had  been  spared  to  meet  at  this  Re-union.  He 
could  feel  this  gratitude  very  deeply,  and  the  great  pleasure  of  looking  into 
the  faces  of  so  many  well-remembered  comrades.  They  would  be  addressed 
with  words  of  welcome  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  he  had  the  pleasure  of 
introducing  Hon.  John  M.  Gobble,  Mayor  of  Muscatine. 

Mayor  Gobble  was  received  with  applause,  and  delivered  the  following 
address  : 

MAYOR  GOBBLK'S  ADDRKSS  OF  WKLCOMK. 
Mr.  President,  and  Survivors  of  the  35th  Iowa.: 

It  is  an  agreeable  duty  for  me  to  be  called  to  welcome  you  again  to  our 
city.  But  while  it  is  a  pleasure  it  seems  to  me  to  be  entirely  unnecessary, 
as  1  have  not  the  language  nor  do  I  believe  that  our  orators  cotdd  express  in 
words  such  a  hearty  and  sincere  welcome  as  is  felt  and  manifested  toward 
you  by  all  otir  citizens. 

While  it  is  true  that  many  of  you  come  from  distant  and  various  parts  of 
this  country,  we  feel  and  shall  always  claim  that  this  is  the  rightful  home  of 
the  35th  Iowa  Infantry,  and  it  shall  be  our  endeavor  to  make  each  and  every 
one  feel  as  we  do,  so  long  as  you  stay  with  us  (Applause.)  We  had  the 
pleasure  of  entertaining  you  at  your  first  Re-union  three  years  ago,  and  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  you  all  enjoyed  yourselves  on  that  occasion,  and 
it  is  our  desire  to  make  this,  your  second  Re-union,  still  more  pleasant,  and 
thereby  impress  on  your  memories  the  fact,  as  Ave  believe,  that  for  genuine, 
old-fashioned  hospitality  Muscatine  has  but  few  equals  and  no  superior. 
(Applause.) 

We  take  a  pardonable  pleasure  in  calling  to  your  attention  the  solid- 
improvements  and  substantial  progress  made  by  our  little  city  since  your 
former  visit,  and  the  hearts  of  all  true  residents  of  the  Bridge  City  swell 
with  pride  when  we  speak  of  our  prosperity  and  think  of  the  future  success 
which  we  hope  to   attain. 

We  are  a  happy,  moral  and  contented  people,  and  so  healthy  that  even 
one  of  our  undertakers  has  retired  from  business  for  a  better  and  more  pleas- 
ing vocation. 

Providence  has  indeed  been  kind  to  you,  as  to  us,  and  I  am  pleased  to 
know  that  you  meet  with  us  again  with  so  of  your  few  comrades  missing 
from  the  ranks.  I„et  us  pray  that  many  years  hence  will  find  you  as  united 
and  happ*y  as  you  are  to-day. 

The  record  of  your  regiment  is  an  honorable  and  enviable  One,  and  I  have 
no  doubt  some  of  your  members  will  do  full  justice  to  its  history. 

I  have  been  much  interested  in  some  of  your  experiences,  as  told  by 
your  comrades,  and  particularly  of  the  last  hard  service  you  saw  in  1S64, 
when  you  made  the  trip  of  about  1,750  miles  through  Missouri  and  Arkan- 
sas, marching  on  foot  over  900  miles,  and  going  for  over  two  months  with- 
out a  change  of  clothing.  I  believe  it  was  on  this  march  that  your  general, 
on  election  day,  issued  to  you  double  rations  of  hard  tack  and  whisky, 
(daughter  and  applause.) 

I  take  it  for  granted  that  there  is  not  one  here  to-day  but  what  ate  the 
hard  tack  and  threw  out  the  whisky,  and  that  is  what  we  want  you  to  do  on 
this  occasion,  for  before  you  leave  us  we  propose  to  issxie  you  double  rations 
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of  provisions  and  water,  and  we  ask  yon  to  eat  drink  and  be  merry,  and  talk 
over  1  he  times  of  long  ago  when  you  were  soldier  boys. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  there  is  nothing  in  Muscatine  too  good  for 
the  35th  Iowa,  (applause)  and  if  in  your  rambles  about  the  city  von  do  not 
see  what  you  want,  do  not  be  too  modest  to  ask  for  it,  and  if  possible  it  will 
be  forth  coming.     (Applause.) 

President  Keeler  said  that  one  who  might  at  first  appear  somewhat  of  a 
stranger  to  the  Regiment,  had  been  assigned  to  respond  to  Mayor  Gobble's 
address  of  welcome,  but  before  he  got  far  advanced  he  would  probably  be 
recognized  as  Captain  F.  W.  Doran,  of  Co.  E.  (Applause,  which  became  an 
ovation  as  Captain  Doran  came  to  the  front.) 

RESPONSE  OF  CAPTAIN  F.  W.  DORAN. 

Jlr.  President,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  coimades  and  fclloiu  citizens: 

I  feel  honored  beyond  expression  in  being  called  to  respond  to  the  cor- 
dial and  warm  welcome  which  lias  been  extended  to  the  old  vets  of  the  35th. 
by  the  citi/ens  of  Muscatjue  through  their  bright  and  intelligent  young 
Mayor.  And  in  behalf  of  my  comrades,  "the  boys  that  wore  the  blue,"  I 
am  pleased  to  say  that  your  warm  welcome  and  grand  reception  is  highly 
appreciated  by  ever)'  one  of  my  comrades  present.  This  ovation  to  the  old 
vets  by  the  generous  and  patriotic  citizens  of  Muscatine  goes  to  show  that 
though  the  soldier  element  is  getting  like  the  line  of  beauty,  "small  by 
degrees  and  beautifully  less,"  still  it  is  highly  honored  and  respected  by 
an  intelligent  and  patriotic  people.  And  we  are  glad  that  we  are  here- 
to-day, in  "God's  own  country,"  in  the  banner  county  of  the  grand  vState  of 
Iowa.  1  know  and  feel  that  I  speak  the  sentiments  of  every  comrade  here 
to-day  when  I  say  that  this  occasion  makes  our  hearts  throb  with  pride  and 
gratitude  Such  honor  and  respect  as  you  extend  to  us  cannot  fail  but  to 
stir  up  the  deepest  fountains  of  the  heart  and  bring  forth  the  liner  sensibili- 
ties and  emotions  of  our  nature.  It  cannot  fail  to  affect  the  old  vet  when 
he  sees  the  youth,  beauty  and  intelligence  of  the  land  extending  to  him  the 
highest  honors.  Methinks  I  hear  some  of  the  piously  inclined  old  grisleys 
saying,  "Thank.  God,  our  sufferings  and  sacrifices  are  not  forgotten.  We  are 
still  appreciated.  The  old  soldier  is  not  played  out."  You  are  right,  my 
old  comrades.  The  boy  who  wore  the  blue  is  not  played  out.  He  will 
never  play  out  in  this  land.  When  he  plays  out  the  light  of  liberty. will 
desert  the  folds  of  that  banner.  (Applause.)  He  will  never  play  out  nor 
die  out  in  this  "land  of  the  free  and  home  of  the  brave."  He  will  ever  live 
in  his  grand  works,  the  defense  of  liberty,  and  the  elevation  of  humanity. 
He*  will  live  forever  in  ssecula  sasculorum.  1 1  is  name  will  be  enshrined  in 
the  heart  of  every  lover  of  liberty.  The  muse  o.f  history  shall  inscribe  his 
glorious  deeds  on  her  brightest  pages,  and  as  the  ages  roll  on  the  genius  of 
music  and  poetry  will  lend  their  aid  to  brighten  and  embellish  his  glorious 
deed.  His  name  and  fame  will  live  forever,  and  be  handed  down  crowned 
with  laurels  and  immortelles  from  father  to  son,  from  generation  to  genera- 
tion, and  it  is  this  pleasing  rcflecHiou  that  his  name  and  fame  will  be  immor- 
tal that,  no  doubt,  often  sustains  many  an  old  vet  whilst  struggling  against 
an  adxerse  fate.  Hut  with  those  bright  visions  of  the  future  and  the  glori- 
ous memories  of  the  past  floating  in  beauty  and  triumph  before  his  mind's 
eye,  what  cares  he  for  the  frowns  of  fate?  Fate  has  no  terrors  for  the  man 
who  has  oft  faced  death  at  the  cannon's  mouth.  He  can  say,  as  he  calls  up 
bis  reserves  of  pride  and  courage,  the  forces  that  made  him  a  man  of  iron 
on  the  field  of  battle  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  "Pet  fate  do  her 
worst."     (Applause.) 
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Let  fate  do  her  worst,  there  are  relics  of  joy, 
Bright  dreams  of  the  past  which  she  cannot  destroy, 
Which  conic  in  the  night  time  of  sorrow  and  care, 
And  bring  with  them  the  features  that  joy  nscd  to  wear. 
Long,  long  be  our  hearts  with  those  memories  filled 
Like  the  vase  in  which  roses  have  long  been  distilled, 
You  may  break  or  destroy  the  vase  if  yon  will, 
Rut  the  scent  of  the  roses  will  ban-;-  round  it  still. 

I  feel  that  I  should  be  wanting  in  gratitude  if  1  let  slip  or  pass  over  this 
occasion  without  paying  my  humble  tribute  of  respect  and  devotion  to  the 
women  of  Muscatine.  My  language  is  inadequate  to  ex-press  my  esteem 
and  gratitude  for  those  noble  ladies  who  in  the  past  as  the  present  ever 
ministered  to  our  wants,  when  sick  or  wounded,  in  camp  or  field.  The 
blessing  Of  many  a  brave  boy  in  blue  now  nestles  in  the  once  golden  or 
raven  curls  of  the  now  dignified  and  lovable  matrons  of  Muscatine.  And 
the  blessing  of  the  past  now  light  up  and  transfigure  with  heavenly  radi- 
ance the  thin  white  locks  that  proclaim  "this  is  the  reflection  from  the  light 
of  Heaven."  And  here  let  me  add  my  humble  prayer,  "May  God  bless  the 
noble  women  of  Muscatine,  who  in  the  days  of  the  stormy  and  terrible  past 
did  so  much  for  the  vets,  and  did  it  gently  ami  quietly,  without  any  blaze  of 
trumpets  or  beating, of  the  brass  bands.  1  am  glad  that  1  have  this  oppor- 
tunity to  feebly  express  my  respect,  esteem  and  devotion  for  the  ladies  of 
Muscatine." 

In  conclusion,  1  want  it  distinctly  understood  that  I  want  no  man  to 
exceed  me  in  devotion  to  woman,  even  if  he  can  express  himself  more 
fluently  or  appropriately.     (Applause.) 

As  the  speaker  retired  three  cheers  were  called  ami  given  with  a  ring. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  and  Hon.  J.  H.  Rothrock  was  now  presented  to  the 
audience.  He  said  that  the  present  was  a  pleasure  he  had  desired  three 
years  ago,  but  was  not  then  able  then  to  enjoy  it.  Coming  to  this  city  he 
was  feelingly  reminded  of  the  scene  twenty-seven  year:-,  ago  when  the  35th 
inarched  down  these  streets,  a  body  of  960  young  men,  strong  and  buoyant 
in  their  youth,  feeling  that  a  grand  mission  was  before  them.  The}'  were  all 
young.  Colonel  Hill,  who  was  43,  was  the  oldest  of  the  Regiment,  and  the 
speaker  was  but  31,  and  the  large  majority  were  in  their  first  young  man- 
hood,. A  quarter  of  a  century  has  since  passed,  and  we  gather  here  with 
our  grey  and  silver  locks  to  speak  of  what  that  Regiment  found  at  the  front 
and  to  bless  the  memory  of  our  dead  comrades.  That  was  a  grand  Regi- 
ment. It  was  a  self-respecting,  earnest,  well  disciplined  body,  and  fired 
with  a  high  patriotism,  and  no  regiment  returned  from  the  war  with  a 
prouder  record.  lie  was  compelled  to  leave  it  in  1863,  and  it  was  the  sever- 
est sorrow  of  his  life.  lie  never  knew  it  to  fail  to  obey  orders  but  once,  and 
that  was  before  Vicksburg,  when  it  stood  on  the  crest  exposed  to  the  hottest 
fire  of  rifle  and  battery,  and  he  gave  the  command  to  fall  to  the  ground. 
The  boys  sad  do wn.  (Laughter.)  But  in  a  moment  more  they  appreciated 
the  order,  and  fell  as  flat  as  pancakes,  and  the  speaker  was  as  flat  as  the 
others.      (Laughter  and  applause  )     The  speaker  narrated  other  incidents  of 
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the  35th's  history,  marking  the  coolness,  braver)'  and  other  qualities  which 
won  upon  his  esteem,  and  made  him  feel  that  the  officers  were  in  their  place 
only  by  accident,  and  that  every  private  carried  in  his  heroic  bearing  the 
possible  commission  of  a  general.  Time  has  swiftly  passed  since  the  war, 
and  generations  crowded  upon  each  other.  The  current  was  sweeping  civil- 
ians down  the  stream  as  well  as  the  soldier.  We  are  passing,  one  by  one, 
off  the  stage,  which  should  draw  those  who  remain  in  closer  bonds  of  affec- 
tion and  good  will,  and  he  trusted  that  these  re-nnions  would  frequently 
mark  the  years  to  come.  The  comrades  were  now  gray  or  baldheaded, 
while  many  are  now  lying  gently  sleeping.  The  35th  were  in  earnest  and 
ready  for  their  duty,  and  he  wanted  to  say  there  never  was  a  regiment  came 
out  of  the  war  with  a  better  record  than  the  35th  Iowa  Infantry.  (Applause.) 
lie  had  not  met  many  of  the  boys  since  August  2$,  1863,  and  this  was  one  of 
the  happiest  days  of  his  life.  He  fi.it  as  proud  to  shake  hands  to-day  with  a 
private  of  the  35th  as  he  would  with  a  general. 

The  Colonel  closed  amid  hearty  applause. 

Colonel  Keeler  remarked  that    there    was    no    special    program  for  thai 
afternoon,  and  comrades  could  take  possession. 

There  were  instant  calls  from  all  over  the  house  for  "Tobe"   Brown,   and 
he  came  forward  amid  the  cheers  of  the  Regiment. 

"Tobe''  is  probably  the  most  original  character  of  the  Iowa  division  of 
the  Union  army,  and  he  has  few  peers  in  the  whole  country.  He  took  up  at 
once  Colonel  Rothrock's  allusion  to  that  laying  low  before  Vieksburg.  The 
35th  were  not  seared  then,  but  they  were  awfully  homesick.  (Shouts  of 
laughter.;  Those  boys  never  did  scare  except  at  their  rations.  (Laughter.) 
A  Second  Iowa  Cavalryman  had  asked  him  to-day  if  the  35th  was  really  in 
the  war.  (Merriment.)  I  told  that  saddle-bag  gentleman  that  a  history  of 
the  war  with  the  35th  left  out  wouldn't  sell — it  would  make  so  small  a  book 
it  wouldn't  be  worth  publishing,  (daughter  and  applause.)  The  35th  also 
had  the  champion  chaplain  (Rev.  F.  W.  Evans)  of  the  war,  not  as  a  pugi- 
list* but  in  the  use  of  words  he  could  beat  greased  lightning.  (Hearty  and 
prolonged  cheering.)  And  now  the  35th  was  back  in  Muscatine  again,  and 
we  were  glad  to  come  here,  for  it  is  the  best  city  in  the  world,  (applause) 
the  banner  city  of  the  banner  county  of  glorious  Iowa.  (Great  cheering  ) 
The  35th  came  from  Muscatine  and  her  surroundings,  and  here  we  are  made 
at  home  and  feel  at  home.  (Applause.)  Colonel  Rothrock  feared  that  the 
35th  would  some  da)-  die  out.  Never.  The  (id  Regiment  was  immortal. 
(Prolonged  cheering.)  Die  out!  hook  at  the  offspring  that  are  following — 
most  of  us.  (Laughter.)  Captain  Doran,  (addressing  that  officer  confiden- 
tially)   how   many    Dorans   are    following   you?     (The  stage   and  the  house 
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roared  with  laughter,  the  Captain  heartily  joining.;  Boys,  lie  says,  nine, 
(boisterous  laughter)  and  Colonel  Rothrock  three,  and  a  comrade  in  St. 
Louis,  TboSi  Purcell,  Co.  F,  reports  FIFTEEN—*- [a  fact] — good  enough  for  a 
Co.  F,  junior.  (Laughter  and  applause.)  Those  who  have  left  us  ore  only 
the  advance  guard,  gone  to  look  after  our  rations,  the  picket  line  to  see  that 
the  coast  is  clear  and  that  there  is  good  -  camping  ground  for  the  soldier 
beyond,  (applause)  and  we  who  remain  will  take  care  of  their  memory. 
There  will  be  many  more  re-unions  of  the  35th  here  in  this  noble  city,  and 
if  the  speaker  should  survive  the  old  Regiment,  he  would  come  here  alone, 
and  saluting  the  old  Hag,  give  three  cheers  for  the  memory  of  the  best  Regi- 
ment that  followed  the  flag  where  duty  called.  The  speaker  closed  amid  a 
tempest  of  shouts  and  cheers. 

Captain  S.  II.  Dixsou  was  the  next  speaker  called  out.  He  was  intro- 
duced to  the  audience  by  Colonel  Keeler  as  "Humpty  Dumpty,"  and  was 
greeted  with  the  cheers  of  the  Regiment.  He  went  forward,  but  declined  to 
take  the  stage.  Speaking  was  not  his  forte,  he  said,  which  caused  much 
merriment  among  the  officers  on  the  stage,  as  the  Captain  was  the  stump 
speaker  of  the  Regiment.  He  regretted  his  absence  three  years  ago,  but 
his  measure  of  joy  had  been  filled  that  day  in  meeting  his  old  comrades, 
most  of  whom  he  had  not  seen  since  parting  with  them  in  '65.  He  reverted 
to  the  feelings  he  had  on  enlisting,  which  was  shared  by  his  fellow  youth  in 
the^  Regiment.  He  felt  that  his  prospects  were  as  bright  as  any  young 
man's  in  the  land.  He  had  a  beautiful  wife,  lovely  children,  a  dear  home, 
beloved  parents,  a  fair  future,  and  he  felt  that  he  was  giving  up  all  these  for 
his  country.  You  all  felt  that  way,  for  you  knew  that  you  were  going  to 
meet  Death,  but  it  was  a  call  that  no  patriotic  young  man  could  resist, 
and  they  pressed  to  the  front  by  hundreds  of  thousands.  There  was  110 
evading  that  call.  And  who  of  us  regrette  1  that  we  met  it  bravely  and  like 
men?  It  was  our  good  fortune  to  belong  to  a  grand  regiment.  His  own 
election  as  a  Captain  came  to  him  unexpectedly.  He  was  willing  to  do  his 
duty  as  a  soldier,  but  he  feared  the  responsibility  of  command.  lint  we  all 
have  the  consciousness  of  having  done  our  duty.  He  called  his  men 
"boys,"  but  how  he  trusted  them!  And  they  never  failed  him,  and  he 
endeavored  never  to  fail  them.      (Applause  ) 

The  next  speaker  called  for  was  Sergeant  H.  F.  Carroll,  (of  Clarksville, 
Mo.)  of  the  33d  Missouri.  Colonel  Keeler,  in  presenting  him,  said  that  the 
33d  Missouri  and  35th  Iowa  marched,  fought  and  camped  together,  and  no 
two  companies  of  one  regiment  could  feel  a  closer  tie  than  the  mutual 
regard   of  these  two  regiments. 

Sergeant  Carroll  expressed  in  fervent  words  his  pleasure  in  attending  the 
-  Re-union  of  a  Regiment  so  dear  to  the  heart  of  the,  33d  Missouri.      He  nar" 
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rated  incidents  of  the  long  marches  together  of  the  two  Regiments,  the 
engagements  in  which  they  supported  each  other,  the  sorrow  of  the  Mis- 
souri boys  when  they  saw  the  son  of  Colonel  Hill  fall  mortally  wounded 
from  his  horse,  and  the  deep  mourning  that  pervaded  the  33d  when  the 
noble  Colonel  Hill  himself  fell  in  battle. 

At  his  elose  three  cheers  were  given    for   Sergeant   Carroll    and  the   Mis- 
souri 33d. 

The  meeting  now  adjourned,  to  reconvene  at  the  cam])  lire  at  7:30. 


THE     CAMP     FIRE. 

Olds'  Opera  House  was  jammed,  every  seat,  every  foot  of  space  in  the 
aisles   and   stairway  were  full,  and  even  the  rooms  on  each  side  of  the  stage. 

Many  had  to  turn  back  at  7  o'clock,  unable'even  to  gain  an  entrance.  At 
7:30  Secretary  Baird  and  Rev.  W.  G.  Wilson  stepped  before  the  curtain  and 
requested  the  audience  to  arise.  Rev.  Wilson  then  invoked  the  Divine 
Blessing,  in  which  God  was  fervently  thanked  for  making  this  a  free  coun- 
try. He  prayed  for  the  Re-union ,  for  the  soldiers  who  gave  their  lives,  if 
need  be,  for  their  country,  for  the  Grand  Arm)'  of  the  Republic,  the 
Women's  Relief  Corps,  the  soldiers'  widows  and   orphans  and  the  nation. 

As  he  retired  the  drummer's  call  was  heard,  and  the  curtain  rolling  up 
disclosed  a  camp  asleep.  The  reville  was  beat  off  by  the  Drum  Corps,  and 
Corporal  Davis  was  busily  engaged  in  arousing  the  sleeping  boys  for  roll 
call,  sick  call  and  guard  mounting. 

Surgeon  Cobb  was  on  hand  with  his  quinine,  dover  and  pills,  and  the 
boys  were  treated  handsomely  and  freely. 

Then  that  grand  old  army  song,  "Tenting  To-Night  on  the  Old  Camp 
Ground,"  was  beautifully  rendered  by  a  double  quartette,  composed  of 
Messrs.  B.  F.  Boydston,  W.  E.  Battey,  Dr.  J.  S.  Kulp,  Gus.  Schmidt,  Joe  F. 
Beard,  R.  Schmidt,  T.  B.  Prosser,  I\.  M.  Hoover  and  Z.W.  Hutchinson,  with 
Miss  Alice  Sterneman  at  the  piano. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Rothrock  was  presented  as  the  first  speaker  of  the 
evening.  He  tendered  the  thanks  of  the  Regiment  to  the  citizens  of  Mus- 
catine for  transforming  their  cam])  fire  into  so  handsome  a  public  reception. 
This  brilliant  gathering  testified  to  the  same  'cordial  interest  which  had  fol- 
lowed the  Regiment  in  its  whole  career.  The  35th  was  not  wholly  a  Mus- 
catine county  regiment.  Most  of  if  was  from  this  count)-;  part  of  it  came 
from  Cedar  county.  But  here  the  Regiment  had  made  its  home,  and  had 
been  treated  as  members  of. your  family.      Camp  Strong — what    was  it,   but 
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the  object  of  your  constant  and  lavish  attentions?  Under  your  generous 
treatment  the  35th  became  known  as  the  "Pound  Cake  Regiment."  (Laugh- 
ter and  applause.)  The  speaker  said  if  he  diverted  from -regimental  to  gen- 
eral army  and  National  topics  it  would  be  to  say  that  he  believed  it  was  right 
to  demand  pensions  for  all  veterans  at  a  certain  age.  (Applause.)  The 
country  owes  it.  There  would  be  no  country  but  for  the  deeds  of  these  vet- 
erans ( Great  cheering. )  The  speaker  narrated  some  of  the  incidents  of 
the  war,  and  reverted  to  an  episode  in  Jackson,  when  the  so-called  "Con- 
federate Hotel"  was  burned,  consuming  a  fine  mansion  near  by.  He  remem- 
bered riding  by -and  seeing  a  colored  woman  standing  in  front  of  the  dwell- 
ing with  a  child  in  her  arms,  and  surrounded  by  some  of  his  boys.  She 
was  making  a  speech,  blessing  the  Union  soldiers.  She  thanked  God  for 
the  Union  arm}-  and  the  fire.  "I've  worked  there  all  my  life,"  she  said, 
"and  received  nothing  but  stripes.  You  fight  and  I  will  pray."  The 
speaker  described  it  as  one  of  the f finest  pieces  of  rude  eloquence  he  had 
ever  heard. 

A    SURPRISE  TO   COLONEL   KEELER. 

At  this  stage  of  his  remarks  the  speaker  faced  President  Keeler  and 
said:  "And  now,  Colonel,  1  have  a  word  to  say  to  you.  You  were  the 
brave  Captain  of  Co.  A,  and  you  were  early  promoted  to  Lieutenant-Col- 
onel. You  were  with  the  Regiment  and  led  it  through  its  severest  conflicts, 
and  you  won  the  esteem  of  all.  In  appreciation  of  the  past  some  of  your 
boys  have  requested  me  to  present  you  with  a  token  of  their  regard." 
Advancing  to  the  Colonel,  he  said:  "Allow  me  to  present  you  with  this 
beautiful  and  trusty  staff,  (an  elegant  ebony  gold  headed  cane,)  with  the 
hope  of  your  friends  that  it  may  somewhat  kindly  assist  you  in  your  future 
walks  of  life." 

The  Opera  House  fairly  rang  with  the  cheers  this  speech  brought  forth. 

(Colonel  Keeler  arose  amid  the  cheers  of  the  house.  He  had  faced  a 
good  many  trying  scenes  that  Judge  Rothrock  had  adverted  to,  but  this  was 
one  of  the  most  paralyzing.  He  finally  mustered  enough  voice  to  say: 
"Boys,  this  is  something"  of  a  surprise.  I  didn't  know  before  that  my  bear- 
ing among  you  to-day  had  impressed  you  with  my  age  and  need  of  a  staff, 
I  can  see  that  some  of  you  are  growing  old,  but  I  don't  feel  that  way 
myself."  (Laughter  and  cheers. )  He  concluded  by  returning  his  grateful 
thanks  for  the  elegant  testimonial,  and  assured  the  donors  it  would  be  treas- 
ured as  a  part  of  the  esteem  which  he-  so  deeply  appreciated. 

The  Colonel  now  remarked  that  the  Regiment  had  expected  the  presence 
of  Colonel  Marshall  and  "Cross  bones  and  Skull,"  (Colonel  Shaw)  and  the 
old  War  Governor,  but  all  three  had  disappointed  them,  and  he  announced 
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the  song  of  "The  Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic,1 '  which   was  well  sung  by 
Mr.  K.  M.  Hoover  and  the  former  double  quartette. 

Of  the  singers  at  the  camp  fire  Mr.  Hoover  is  the  oldest  son  of  the  late 
Lieutenant  H.  Hoover,  Co.  D. 

Mr.  Joe  F.  Beard  is  a  brother  of  J.  Wesley  Beard,  killed  at  Tupello. 

The  Messrs.  Schmidt  are  brothers  to  and  Miss  Molli'e  Schmidt  is  a  daugh- 
ter of  Treasurer  Herman  Schmidt,  Co.  C. 

Captain  Dixson  was  introduced  as  the  next  speaker.  He  said  the  presen- 
tation of  that  cane  reminded  the  speaker  of  a  circumstance  in  the  war  that 
was  a  wonderful  event.  There  was  a  difference  of  sentiment  when  the  war 
broke  out.  Some  thought  it  was  to  be  a  mushroom  affair.  The  President 
called  for  75,000  men.  Soon,  however,  it  loomed  up  as  a  ponderous  event.  But 
for  a  long  time  if  a  negro  was  seen  approaching  our  camp  from  the  enemy's 
breastworks  with  a  spade  0,11  his  shoulder  we  went  at  him  with  a  bayonet 
and  bade  him  "go  hack."  If  one  of  the  hoys  indulged  in  a  chicken  or 
fresh  ham,  he  was  court  martialed.  The  speaker  had  to  let  on  that  such 
things  were  wrong,  and  gave  the  boys  "Jehu"  for  it,  but  in  his  heart  he 
rather  liked  it.  (A  voice,  "What,  the  chicken?"  Laughter.)  You're 
mighty  right.  (Laughter.)  Then,  too,  nothing  must  be  burned.  Plenty  of 
burned  Union  men's  houses  all  around,  but  no  rebel  property  must  suffer. 
But  an  Orderly  Sergeant  of  Co.  A  reached  out  a  match  to  a  boy  and  said, 
"Don't  you  burn  that  cotton  gin."  (Laughter.)  The  boy  actually  went  and 
did  it.  (Laughter.)  The  gin  burned,  and  General  Sherman,  coming  along, 
demanded,  in  a  furious  passion,  who  did  that  thing.  The  boy  said  he  was 
ordered  to  burn  it,  but  couldn't  tell  who  ordered  him  The  captain  of  the 
company  assumed  the  responsibility.  Then  Old  Tecumsch  waxed  furious. 
The  captain  was  stripped  of  his  epaulets,  ordered  under  arrest  and  a  court 
martial  sat  on  the  case.  The  boy  was  found  innocent,  for  nobody  gave  the 
order.  (Laughter.)  But  the  captain  suffered  for  a  long  time  the  displeas- 
ure .of  General  Sherman.  But  the  time  came  when  Sherman  gave  a  dinner 
at  Vieksburg,  and  he  boasted  that  from  Black  River  to  Meridian  you  could 
tell  his  march  by  its  ashes,  and  so,  said  the  speaker,  the  burning  of  that 
cotton  gin  changed  the  whole  program  of  the  war.  (Applause.)  So  much 
for  "Huniptin  Dumptin,"  said  the  speaker,  bowing  to  Colonel  Keeler,  (the 
"Captain"  of  the  story  I  amid  the  cheers  of  the  house.  "Where  is  that  boy, 
(Orie  Tebow)  anyway?"  asked  the  speaker.  Several  voices  answered,  "in 
California." 

Right  here  is  the  place  for  a  little  bit  of  history  of  that  affair,  which  the 
Secretary  takes  the  liberty  to  insert,  as  it  has  been  given  to  the  country 
by  publication  since  the  Re-union.

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On  the  4th  of  August,  a  week  later,  General  Sherman,  in  forwarding  the 
report  of  the  Court  Martial  oi  a  squad  of  the  35th  Iowa  for  burning  a  cotton 
gin,  wrote:  "The  amount  of  burning,  stealing  and  plundering  done  by 
our  army  makes  me  ashamed  of  it.  ):'         '•"         *         *         I   have  endeav- 

ored to  repress  this  class  of  crime.  In  this  case  I  caught  the  man  in  the  act. 
He  is  acquitted  because  his  superior  officer  ordered  it.  The  superior  officer 
is  acquitted  because,  I  suppose,  he  had  not  set  the  lire  with  his  own  hands; 
and  thus  you  (General  Grant)  and  I  and  every  other  commander  must  go 
through  the  war  justly  chargeable  with  crimes  at  which  we  blush. 

I  should  have  executed  the  soldier  on  the  spot,  and  would  have  been  jus- 
tified, but  lie  pleaded  his  superior's  orders,  and  now  a  volunteer  court  mar- 
tial, tainted  with  the  technicalities  of  our  old  civil  courts,  absolves  the 
officer  on  the  old  pleas,  good,  when  all  men  were  held  responsible  alone  for 
the  acts  done  by  their  own  hands." 

Comrade  Barlow,  of  Co.  F.  (Med  at  St.  Louis  November  7,  1889.  and 
about  four  years  ago,  when  he  thought  he  would  die  soon,  told  his  Comrade 
Tom  Pure  ell  that  he  alone  fired  that  cotton  gin.  He  had  it  burning  in  three 
places  inside  before  Tebow  got  over  the  fence.  The  fuss  made  about  it  com- 
pelled him  to  silence  for  fear  he  would  be  shot.  He  was  right  as  regards 
the  shooting. 

The  next  number  was  a  song,  "Viva  1/ America,"  most  beautifully  sung 
by  Miss  Amalie  Schmidt,  and  which  was  enthusiastically  applauded. 

"Marching  through  Georgia"  was  then  rendered  by  the  double  quartette, 
the  audience  joining  in  the  chorus  with  a  vim. 

The  following  speaker  was  Captain  Doran,  who  kept  the  house  in  laugh- 
ter in  narrating  the  Regiment's  experiences  at  Camp  Strong,  which  showed 
that  the  Captain  of  Co.  E  was  a  "batch"  until  after  the  war. 

Young  Joe  Harker  gave  a  recitation  of  "The  Old  Sergeant"  most  effect- 
ively, and  which  received  a  storm  of  applause. 

A  songveutitled  "Patriotic  Hymn  of  the  Republic,"  was  charmingly  ren- 
dered by  a  quintette  composed  of  Misses  Schmidt,  Grade  and  Dolsen,  and 
Messrs.  E.  and  G.  Schmidt. 

A  letter  from  Colonel  Marshall  was  read  by  Secretary  Eaird,  feelingly 
regretting  his  absence  and  conveying  his  love  to  the  boys. 

Sergeant  Carroll,  of  the  33d  Missouri,  was  next  introduced,  and  spoke 
eloquently  of  the  true  and  tried  relations  between  his  regiment  and  the 
Iowa  35th,  and  his  description  of  the  sad  scene  at  Colonel  Hill's  tent  the 
night  oi'  the  battle  at  Yellow  bayou,  when  the  wounded  Colonel  and  father, 
and  dead  orderly  and  son  were  left  together,  filled  all  eyes  with  tears. 
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Comrade  T.  B.  Riggs  was  called  out,  and  gave  reminiscences  of  camp 
life,  the  sad  mingled  with  the  gay.  He  "raised"  the  house  with  laughter  as 
he  told  of  the  socks  served  out  to  the  soldiers,  which  had  to  he  put  on  in 
order  to  give  any  pedal  shape  to  them.  His  narration  of  a  comrade's  apos- 
trophe to  a  government  sock  he  was  about  to  put  on  was  one  of  the  best 
things  of  the  evening. 

Comrade  Wolf,  of  Co.  G,  then  read  the  following  poem,  written  for  this 
reunion: 

When  the  flag  of  our  country  was  flung  to  the  breeze, 
And  proclaimed  a  new  nation  o'er  land  and  o'er  seas, 
It  gave  us  a  birthright  for  life  to  possess, 
The  rights  of  the  free,  in  the  land  of  the  West. 

But  when  foul  rebellion  arose  in  the  land, 
And  spread  through  Southland,  from  river  to  strand; 
The  Northland  stood  linn  in  upholding  the  laws, 
And.  marshalled  its  armies  to  fight  in  its  cause.

They  die  among  strangers  or  fall  in  the  strife. 

It  would  (ill  a  large  book  that  no  one  could  write, 

Save  tlie  God  of  our  battles,  who  watched  o'er  the  fight. 

The  living  pressed  onward,  the  victory  won, 
And  then  the  march  homeward  at  last  was  begun; 
v        With  glad  hearts  and  joyful  as  onward  they  come 
To  meet  friends  and  kindred  and  pleasures  of  home. 

Abreast  the  great  river  at  last  they  are  seen, 
And  steer  for  the  harbor  of  old  Muscatine. 
Thronged  citizens  gather,  while  hats  they  uplift, 
And  thrice  hearty  welcome  the  old  Thirty-Fifth. 

Oh!  where  are  they  now?  those  ten  hundred  men! 
Many  sleep  in  the  valley,  the  mount. iin  and  glen. 
Some  are  limping  along  and  shattered  in  health, 
Some  have  little  to  keep  them,  and  few  are  in  wealth. 

but  of  all  the  great  favors  that  fall  unto  men 
Is  the  joy  of  our  meeting  together  again. 
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Leaving  business  behind  us  without  a  regret, 
Have  a  Re-union  together  we'll  never  forget. 

And  when  all  our  cares  and  our  sorrows  are  o'er, 
Transportation  be  furnished  to  Heaven's  bright  shore, 
And  the  guardian  angel  the  wicket  will  lift, 
And  welcome  each  boy  of  the  old  Thirty-Fifth. 

His  original  contribution  was  heartily  received,  and  he  retired  amid  a 
storm  of  applause  from  his  comrades. 

There  was  a  call  for  Hon.  R.  M.  Burnett,  and  lie  responded  in  his  usual 
eloquent  manner,  welcoming  the  boys  back  to  Muscatine,  and  closed  by 
expressing  the  unanimous  sentiment  ot  all    present,  '  *  A 1 1   honor  to  the  sol- 


The  only  "Tobe"  brown  was  vociferously  called  for,  and  his  speech 
wotdd  make  the  reputation  of  a  dozen  Bill  Nyes.  The  Orderly  Sergeant 
was  in  his  element,  and  his  humorous  sallies  (lew  from  his  lips  like  sparks 
from  an  electric  wheel.  He  said  he  was  wound  up  for  eight  days.  Had 
been  to  the  Relief  Corps  room  for  supper,  and  wished  some  one  would 
relieve  him  now.  His  story  of  his  shooting  the  pig,  being  placed  under 
arrest  for  it,  how  he  "spotulated"  with  the  guard;  of  his  being  under  guard 
in  the  officer's  tent  when  the  bottles  were  brought  in,  and  his  confusion  and 
dismay  at  the  officers  proceeding  to  break  the  necks  of  the  bottles,  though 
knowing  he  was  a  35th  man,  and  without  asking  him  for  a  cork-screw.  He 
thanked  the  boys  for  their  record,  Surgeon  Cobb  for  his  quinine,  Colonel 
Keeler  for  his  orders,  and  then  all  for  the  fame  given  him  by  an  honorable 
discharge.     He  retreated  amid  a  volley  of  shouts  and  applause. 

Comrade  Preston  was  called  out  for  a  song,  and  rendered  most  effect- 
ively "The  Old  Turnkey." 

Corporal  Davis,  of  Co.  B,  was  called  for  and  made  a  witty  response. 

C^omrade  Garrison  followed  with  very  interesting  reminiscences,  inter- 
spersed with  capital  stories. 

Then  came  a  splendid  recitation  ol  "The  Fall  of  Richmond"  by  Colonel 
Keeler,  which  was  enthusiastically  applauded. 

"On  the  Field  of  Glory"  was  brilliantly  sung  by  Misses  .Schmidt  and 
Dolsen. 

CALLING  THE  ROLL  OF  HONOR. 

One  of  the  most  impressive  numbers  of  the  evening's  program  was  the 
calling  of  the  roll  of  honor,  containing  the  names  of  soldiers  who  died  on 
the  held  of  battle.  Secretary  Baird  called  the  roll,  and  after  each  name 
Comrade  Corporal  W.  L.   Davis  saluted  and  responded  "Died  on  the  Field  of 
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Glory."  The  response  is  of  Napoleonic  origin.  Alonzo  Du-Auverne,  the 
first  member  of  the  French  Grenadiers,  one  who  had  distinguished  him- 
self by  surpassing  bravery  in  action,  and  refusing  promotion,  was  finally 
killed  in  battle  Napoleon  ordered  his  name  called  at  every  roll  call  of  the 
guard,  which  was  responded  to  by  the  oldest  Sergeant  stepping  to  the  front, 
saluting  and  saying  "Died  on  the  field  of  Glory."

THE      PARADE. 

The  Regiment  formed  on  the  Avenue  at  11  o'clock,  headed  by  Uichoff's 
Cornet  Hand.  Colonel  Keeler  gave  the  order  "Forward,"  and  the  old  Regi- 
ment swung  off  upon  its  march  through  the  city.  There  were  only  150  of 
the  960  boys  of  1862,  and  Colonel  Keeler  needed  no  staff  of  captains  to 
re-echo  his  orders  down  the  line;  but  it  was  a  more  impressive  march  than 
down  the  Avenue  twenty-seven  years  before.  There  was  the  same  differ- 
ence in  character  between  the  Regiment  of  '62  and  its  remnant  of  yester- 
day as  between  those  beautiful  intact  flags  born  by  the  960,  and  the  smoke- 
stained,  battle-torn  shreds  of  "Old  Glory"  which  fluttered  in  the  breeze  of 
yesterday,  'fhe  Regiment  of  '62  was  patriotic  in  hope  and  promise;  that  of 
to-day,  patriotic  achievement  and   history. 

The  inarch  through  .Second  street  Was  a  scene  which  its  beholders  will 
not  soon  forget.  Only  a  small  body  of  men  in  every-day  dress,  and  one 
could  almost  wonder  what  the  music  was  for  but  did  you  notice  the  swing 
in  the  movement,  where  the  larger  companies  marched  together?  That 
swinging  together  like  one  body  came  only  from  their  being  knit  together 
by  the  discipline  of  years  and  the  long  marches  of  those  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  miles  through  a  country  where  ever)'  mile-stone  was  the  out- 
post of  an  enemy.  Only  a  small  body  of  men,  but  the  tattered  ensigns 
with  scarcely  enough  of  silk  or  bunting  to  identity  them,  proclaimed  every 
man  of  the  150  a  hero.  Only  a  fragnu-nt  of  a  regiment,  but  did  not  its 
few  members  rivet  both  eye  and  heart  as  one  asked,  where  are  their  com- 
rades? Second  street  is  left  behind,  and  finally  on  the  line  we  see  the  Regi- 
ment   uncover    and    salute    as    it    passes    the    soldiers'  monument  in    Court

THE  BANQUET. 

The  march  ended  at  Armory  Hall,  and  the  Regiment  was  conducted  to 
the  floor,  where  twenty- four  years  before  it  had  been  paid  off.  It  was  a 
scene  that  most  charmingly  perfected  the  success  of  the  Re-union.  The 
hall  was  gaily  decorated  with  banners.  The  spacious  floor  was  covered  with 
twenty  tables,  sumptuous  with  viands  and  beautiful  with  all  the  taste  and 
elegance  which  the  ladies  of  Muscatine  could  lavish  upon  them.  And  there 
were  the  ladies  themselves — at  least  125  of  them,  matrons  and  maidens,  sol- 
diers wives  and  daughters,  attired  in  their  loveliest  raiment,  each  one 
wearing  a  white  badge,  upon  which  were  the  words,  in  blue,  "Banquet  to 
the  35th. Iowa.  We  are  honored  in  serving  you.  October  3d,  1889,"  and 
welcoming  their  guests  with  smiles.  vSaid  Colonel  Keeler,  as  he  looked 
upon  the  beaut)-  of  the  banquet  spread — "I  have  sat  at  these  banquets 
North,  vSouth  and  the  far  West,  where  no  wealth  or  art  was  spared  in  the 
feast  and  its  decorations,  and  I  never  saw  these  tables  surpassed."  Every- 
where glistened  the  sheen  of  beautiful  glass  and  china  and  silver.  Flowers 
in  bouquets,  roses,  pyramids,  filled  the  room  with  color  and  perfume. 

A  button-hole  bouquet  lay  at  every  plate,  and  a  card  with  the  names  of 
the'  ladies  in  charge  of  the  table  upon  it. 

Such  a  feast,  and  so  much  of  it  !  Two  porkers  roasted  whole,  hams, 
turkeys,  chickens,  escalloped  oysters,  pickles,  &c,  with  every  delicacy  of 
cake  and  pastry,  every  dainty  refection  which  the  art  and  fancy  of  Musca- 
tine ladies  could  produce — those  ladies  whose  powers  of  charming  had  so 
inspired  the  poetic  heart  of  Captain  Doran.

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Rev.  L.  B.  Ilix,  of  the  [J.  B.  Church,  invoked  the  Divine  Blessing,  and 
Colonel  Keeler  gave  the  order  to  "fall  to,"  which  the  Regiment  was  not 
slow  in  obeying. 

After  the  Banquet  Colonel  Keeler  arose  and  returned  the  thanks  of  the 
Regiment  to  the  ladies  of  Muscatine  for  the  hospitalities  of  the  Re-union, 
and  for  the  love  and  sympathy  and  care  which  they  had  bestowed  upon  the 
35th  from  its  organization  at  Camp  Strong,  through  all  it.-,  fortunes  in  the 
field,  in  hospital  and  wherever  their  kind,  generous  thoughts  could  follow 
the  hoys,  down  to  the  present  moment.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  graceful 
compliments  a  comrade  proposed  three  cheers  for  the  ladies  of  Muscatine, 
and  the  old  hall  rang  as  it  never  rang  before. 

It  is  to  he  remarked  that  the  ladies  lor  whom  these  cheers  went  up  were 
representatives  of  every  circle  and  sect,  and  that  patriotic  Catholic  dames 
vied  with  their  Protestant  sisters  in  preparing  and  adorning  this  beautiful 
banquet,  as  indeed  the  gifts  of  Mutcati.ne  women  during  the  war  knew  no 
religion  or  creed  save  faith  in  one  Divine  Providence  and  love  for  a  com- 
mon country. 

The  Colonel  proposed  as  the- first  toasl  "Our  Dead  Comrades,"  and  all 
rose  and  stood  with  reverently  bowed  heads. 

'fhe  President  then  said:  "There. are  a, number  of  old  settlers  present 
wdio  saw  the  'boys'  go  away  and  return,  and  we  would  like  to  hear  from 
them. " 

Captain  Doran  called  for  Air.  John  Mahin,  editor  of  the  Muscatine  Jour- 
nal, who  responded  by  saying  he  looked  back  with  pride  to  the  record 
made  by  this  nation  and  the  35th  Iowa.  He  had  stood  as  a  watchman  on 
the  walls  for  nearly  forty  years,  and  was  glad  to  note  that  the  principles 
upon  which  the  war  was  fought  have  become  firmly  established.  The 
"questions  causing  the  great  Rebellion  were  settled  in  a  manner  that  has 
proven  beneficial  to  all,  and  in  a  manner  that  was  and  is  a  source  of  con- 
gratulation." It  is  a  pleasure  to  meet  with  the  35th  and  welcome  them  to 
their  old  home.  Thanking  the  boys  for  the  honor  he  sat  down,  and  the 
boys  gave  him  a  hearty  round  of  applause. 

Rev.  W,  G.  Wilson  was  next  called  for.  lie  said  this  was  not  the  first 
time  he  had  met  the  35th  Iowa.  He  belonged  to  the  3d  Iowa  Cavalry,  and 
the  Regiments  had  met  during  the  war.  Referring  to  the  "dead  cavalry- 
man" he  said  at  the  battle  of  Pea  Ridge,  Ark.,  every  ninth  man  in  his 
company  fell,  lie  was  glad  to  meet  them  ag;iin  und<.  r  more  favorable  cir- 
cumstances, and  when  peace  and  prosperity  reigned  all  over  the  Union. 

The  boys  cheered  the  gallant  horseman  as  lie  sat  down. 

Here  the  boys  began  to  d<  sert  the  tables,  and  the  President  announced 
the  last  act  of  the  Second  Re-union  finished. 
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Tims  closed  the  two  proudest  ami  happiest  days  of  the  35th  Iowa  Re- 
unions, the  memory  of  which  will  accompany  "the  old  vet"  down  the 
march  of  life,  be  that  inarch  long  and  dreary  or  sliort  and  pleasant.
